DOMESTIC NEWS. 
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H orrible, If True. 
N ewark (N. -T.), October 23d.—Never}in 
the history uf Newark have parents been so 
excited as they now are. thecaure being rev­ 
elations brought to the surface by the arrest 
cf G. I). Sleeper, an engineer in Peter Cal­ 
houn’s factory, on a charge of enticing chil­ 
dren into bn engine-room and assaulting 
them. An alley runs from the Germau- 
Er.glish school to the engiBe-room, and 
during the recess the girls have been 
in the habit of frequenting the latter 
place. Nearly all the pnpils are children 
of Germans conspicuous as merchants, man­ 
ufacturers and mechanics, and therefore the 
stnry created intense excitement among the 
40,000 Germans in the city. It was through 
the illness of several pupils that the alleg' d 
erimes were discovered. 
Physicians con­ 
firmed the report, and later the little onee 
confessed to their parents how they had been 
treated. A conference was held by several 
parents to consider what action could be 
taken. Some fathers were in favor of keep­ 
ing matters quiet for the sake of their chil­ 
dren, while others insisted that it was thtir 
duty to have the guilty man punished, and 
three fathers had Sleeper arrested. On Satur­ 
day the citizens discussed the horrible story 
on the street corners, and men were heard to 
say it was well for SÍeeper that be was in a 
police cell. Toward midnight, v. hen it was 
reported that sixteen children, ranging from 
6 to 14 years of age, had been found whosiid 
they were victims, the excitement was fanned 
into a white heat. The Justice had a very 
large audience when he took his seat in the 
First Precinct Police Court. Indignant fath­ 
ers and brothers were in the throng, and the 
stalwart policemen and most of the prisoners 
sympathized with them. Sleeper earnestly 
maintained bis innocence. Six months ago 
he was married. Three complaints were 
made against him by school girls, one of 
whom, a bright child of 12 years, described 
in a clear manner how the crime was com­ 
mitted. Sleeper was hooked for the County 
Jail, aDd the Grand Jury will investigate the 
case. The penalty for the crime is fifteen 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor for each 
i dense. As he was taken from his ceil to the 
jail van the crowd cursed him. 
Frightful Panic lu a School ttonni 
C in c in n a t i, October 231.—In Father 
Doyle’s parochial school, which is attended 
by 250 pupils, a panic occurred during the 
forenoon session to-day. A Bix-year-old girl 
went to the stove to dry her slate. There 
was a hot fire, and the draught drew her dress 
skirt id to the flames. She screamed and ran 
to the opposite aide of the room. The move­ 
ment fanned the fire into her clothing, aDd 
before the teacher could reach her she was 
enveloped in fl imes. The pupils took fright, 
and a stampede began. The uproar reached 
the other school-rcom, on the floor above, and 
200 pupils of the h’gber grade came tearing 
down the steep stairway, crowded with little 
children. Down the entire mass rushed, and 
ont upon the street. A number were severely 
bruised, and others had their clothes torn 
almost from them in their way through the 
jam. In the mean time tho little girl whose 
clothing was on tire had rnn out of the school­ 
room and down to the end of the hall, where 
she was caught by one of the Sisters, who 
threw a large door mat around her and tore 
the burning clothing which the mat wonld not 
cover from her blistered form. The child is 
alive, but is probably fatally burned. None 
of the others were fatally injured.

M atthew Arnold In New York. 
New York, October 23d.—Matthew Ar­ 
nold said yesterday : “ I hope I shall like this 
country; but, after all, I think there is no 
place to live in like smoky old London. 
How vast the hotels are here, and how lavish 
the hospitality; but I fear I shall not get at 
the heart of real American life. My first 
lecture is to be entitled ‘Numbers.' I pro­ 
pose to expand some ideas, political and 
social, after a somewhat original way. After­ 
wards I shall lectnre on ’Emerson,’ and then 
upon ' Education and Science.’ The London 
Times, which has never been friendly to me, 
came out with a thundering article on my 
coming here. I felt a little doubtful about 
my reception, because some people choose to 
associate me with irreligious opinions, whereas 
I am only investigating the truth all the time. 
I have already remarked some things here 
which seem great improvements on oar Eng­ 
lish way. For instance, ‘tipping’ seems un­ 
usual here, whereas it has become a nuisance 
at home ; but the cost of things appears to 
me astonishing." 
Th* Opera House War. 
New York, October 23f.—The war of the 
rival opera houses bids fair to be as exciting 
as the newspaper war which has plnnged the 
Herald and World into the bitterest person­ 
alities. Murray Hill and Fifth avenue are 
divided as never before on the opera question. 
At the Metropolitan opening last night the 
audience represented $450,000,000. 
It is 
claimed that the Vanderbilt set and other 
modern money kings were prominent, bnt 
then even also the Astors, Goelets and other 
ol d families. Ch irles Crocker occupied one of 
the thirty-six boxes. The Academy of Music 
was also crowded to its utmost capacity to 
greet Gester in “ Sonnambula,” supported 
by the new tenor Vicini, a modest rival of 
Campanini and Cherubins. Yicini bad a re­ 
ception which almost unnerved him. Among 
the box occupants at the Academy were the 
Belmonts, I-orillards, Paran Stevens, John 
Hoey. the Jeffreys, Cuttings and other old 
New Yorkers. 
Accidents on the R ail. 
St. Louis, October 23d —An accident oc­ 
curred this morning on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad. The passenger train from 
Louisville, six miles from East St. Louie, 
struck a broken rail. Two passenger cars 
and two sleepers, which were crowded, tipped 
over and were dragged along a short distance, 
when the coupling* broke. The scene was 
terrible, and reports place the number of in­ 
jured at over forty, but only one fatally. 
L a t e r—The number injured is thirty- 
seven, but of these only ten are badiy hurt, 
and one fatally—Mr. Anthony, of Provi­ 
dence, R. I. 
• 
Troy (N. Y ), October 231.—The wonnded 
in the Fort Edward bridge disaster are doing 
well, and will probably recover. The bridge 
was considered unsafe for somi time. The 
stringer had given away. The company say 
that much heavier engines and trains passed 
over during the Lake George travel last sum­ 
mer. 
K ansas C m , October 231.—A collision 
between the passenger train and the pay car 
special on the Arkansas branch of the Santa 
Fe road, reported last m'ght, occurred near 
Winfield. A fireman was dangerously in­ 
jured. Both trains were badly damaged. 
The passengers were nnhurt. The fault was 
with the train dispatcher. 
Frightful Disaster—Girls Burned to a 
Crisp. 
W ii.kesbarre (Pa,), October 231.— An ex­ 
plosion took place this afternoon at J. H. 
Smith’s fireworks factory at Kingston. At 
the time of the accident nine girls were at 
work. Five are reported burned to a crisp, 
and the other four were seriously injured and 


cannot recover. The cause of the explosion 
is as yet unknown. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.1 
Wilkesrarre, October 23d.—No one ap­ 
pears to know the exact cause of the explo­ 
sion, but it is believed that they hid been 
burning wood in the stove, and a spark 
blown out fired a keg of powder. Eight 
children, ranging from eleven to sixteen 
were all seriously injured. Mattie James, 
whose body i" a crisp and filled with powder, 
is dying. 
Mary Quinn, blackened and 
burned to a crisp, will die. Hattie Moss, 
who had her feet burned and was blown into 
the creek, will recover. John EvaDS was so 
hadly burned that he has since died. James 
Steele was burned to a crisp, and will die. 
Lizzie Edwards was seriously burned, but 
may recover. Mamie Norris is a terrible 
mass of sacrificed flesh, and is dying. John­ 
nie James was terribly burned, but may re­ 
cover. It is expected that four of the in­ 
jured will die before morning. 
The Sorm on Q uestion. 
N ew Y o rk, October 23d.—Ex-Delegate 
Cannon toid a reporter : “ Part of my busi­ 
ness in New York to-day is to see a number 
of gentlemen off to Europe. Their depart­ 
ure need not alarm the opponents of Mor- 
monism in the United States. The immigra­ 
tion to Utah drawn by our mi.- sionaries does 
not exceed 2,000 pereocs annually. We have 
more artisans in proportion to population 
than any other community in the world. 
Mostly immigrants co this country are un­ 
married, but these who come to us are usu­ 
ally married, and wife and children come 
with the husband. The Elmnr.ds law just 
worked as I supposed it wonld. It is en­ 
forced, but the results from it are not what 
was expected by those who urged its passage. 
When the proscriptive element in the law 
was made apparent to the prople of the Ter­ 
ritory It seemed to unite them. As the law 
stood on the statute books it was ur just 
enough, looked at from their standpoint, but 
the Commissioners went beyond the letter of 
the law in carrying out what they thought to 
be its spirit. They extended its penalty of 
disfranchisement to these even who became 
polygamists before the passage of the law of 
1862, which made polygamy a crime. The 
result was that men like Brigham Young’s 
grandson, whoopenly opposed our religion and 
denounced polygamy, voted with us, because 
their frieDds or relatives were, in their opin­ 
ion, treated unjustly.” 
Hall Transportation on Subsidized 
Beads. 
W a sh in g to n, October 23d.—It is esti­ 
mated that nearly $1,000,000 will be required 
to pay fr.r mail service on subsidized routes 
for the fiscal year 1882 83. Serious inroads 
into the postal revenue, therefore, are antici­ 
pated, for up to the present time the cost of 
mail transportation over branches of subsi­ 
dized railroads has never been charged to 
postal expenses, but has been credited to the 
interest account of the railroad, in accordance 
with the Thurman Act. The major portion 
of the money to be returned to the roads will 
be secured by the Pacific Railroad Company. 
Blaine's knuckle» Rapped. 
N ew Y ork, October 23d.—The Times says 
of South American peace: The people of 
the United States have a peculiar obligation 
to be prompt and cordial in their congratu­ 
lations to the two Republics, at the end of 
the long and futile haggling over the terms 
of the tre aty. All the misery which Peru 
has suffered daring the last two years was 
due in a large part or measure to Blaiue’s 
reckless and censurable policy of meddling 
during the period when, to the great danger 
of this and other Republics in this hemi­ 
sphere, he held the post of Secretary of State. 
Arrivals Irom Europe 
N ew Y o rk, October 231—Eighty artiits 
from Paris, comprising the French opera 
troupe engaged bv De Foseez’s French Opera 
Company of New Orleans, arrived this 
morning od the Westphalia. They leave im­ 
mediately for New Orleans. Mrs. J. H 
Maynard and daughter, Helen Houston, of 
San Francisco, arrived on the Servia yester­ 
day, after a sojourn of two years in Europe. 
Maynard came on to meet them with his 
sister, Mrs. J. P. Pierce, Miss Annie Pierce 
and Miss Mary Simpson. The young ladies 
sail for Europe next Saturday. 
Another I'uloadrd W eapon. 
C a rm i (111 ), October 231.—Young Booth, 
a negro lad, shot and killed himself yesterday 
with a pistol. He had snapped it at other 
members of the family and laughed at their 
protests. He then placed it at his own bead, 
when it went off, killing him instantly. 
Sullivan, the Slogger. 
N ew Y o rk, October 231.—Mike Gillespie, 
of Boston, savB Sullivan is willing to Bpar 
Jem Mace, William Miller, Paddy Ryan or 
any other man for $5 000 a side, with soft 
gloves, four rounds, November 4th. He will 
pitch in a baseball game ia St. Louis for half 
the gats money. From San Francisco be will 
come right back to Boston, where he will 
meet any pugilist with soft gloves for $5,000. 
If no one accepts this challenge he will take 
a trip to Australia, and will visit the princi­ 
pal cities of Europe and will give any man 
$500 who will face him four rounds. After­ 
wards he will retire on his laurels, but will 
spar with any man who will come on to Bos­ 
ton to try his skill. 
An Am erican Cabinet Crisis. 
W ashington, October 23 i.—The reported 
disagreement in the Cabinet is not only true, 
but the cause, it is said, involves two mem­ 
bers, one who emphatically complains of the 
unwarranted interference with the affairs of 
his department by the head of another de­ 
partment. The President having assumed 
entire responsibility for the cause of the al­ 
leged grievance, the complaining member of 
the Cabinet haa only to gracefully yield or 
resign.

Ch ic a g o, October 23 i.— l'he Spiritualists 
of the South, in session at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., have adopted resolutions to organize 
an encampment for their annual meeting, 
and for that purpose have subscribed a cash 
capital of $50,000.

The Situation In Chinn. 
New Y ork, October 23i.—The Herald's 
Hongkong spacial says : I have just returned 
from Canton, where I had an interesting in­ 
terview with the Viceroy, Chang Shu Shin. 
He received me in the audience chamber 
pleasantly. He had had interpreted the in­ 
terview with Li Hung Ch»ng, which was 
published in New York the day after it oc­ 
curred on the other side of the world, 
and 
understands the situation. 
His 
desire, 
as 
well 
as 
that of 
other 
officers of the Government, was to make the 
relations of China with foreigners satisfactory 
and agreeable, When asked if he feared an 
outbreak, he said he would do all in 
his power to suppress one, 
but 
he 
was greatly hampered by the 
action 
taken in the cases of the Hanoi and Hankow 
murders. The first case was that of an Eng­ 
lish subject, who killed a boy and wounded 
a 
man and 
woman. He was 
sen­ 
tenced 
to seven years imprisonment. 
The 
second 
case 
was 
that of 
a 
foreigner who killed a man and was removed 
beyond the Chinese waters without trial. 
The Viceroy referred to the case of Shemea, 
on the occ&Bion of the riot on the 10Ih of Sep­ 
tember, when a Portuguese sailor of an Eng­ 
lish steamer at Hanknnw caused the death of 
a Chinaman, and the English Consul refused 
to arrest him. The crowd was quiet until the 
steamer began to move from her wharf with 
the accused on board. Then, with a sense 
of the injustiee of this course, they 
set fire to the wharf, and finally attacked the 
foreign concession, and burned and looted 
several buildings. He said that if the Eng­ 
lish CodbuI had made the arrest there would 
have been no riot. When asked what pro­ 
vision had been made to pay indemnities, 
he said he thought that he wonld 
ask for the mediation or assistance of 
the American Minister, whe was expected to 
arrive in Canton soon. Owing to the excited 
feeling in Canton, it is contemplated to estab­ 
lish a foreign office near the foreign conces- 
ssion, so as to transact consular business, and 
prevent the neeessily of pushing through the 
city. On the subject of awaiting another 
outbreak and further indemnities, the 
Viceroy said that in the Honoi case 
he would make a protest against in­ 
adequate 
punishment, 
and a 
similar 
protest concerning the removal of the ac­ 
cused in the Hankow affair, on the ground 
that if foreigners assume the right of trial 
over their own subjects committing crime 
against the Chinese, they shonld see a fair 
trial and absolute justice. He hoped that I 
would publish the story to the world.

THE 
AN viXATION OF THE FLORIDA 
PARISHES TO LOUISIANA 
The doctrine that the Mi’sisrippi river 
should be controlled by the United States 
was part of the political religion of onr an­ 
cestors. There was always a large party 
ready to fight for it, and steadily resolved 
to drive other nations off. No sooner was 
I-iOuisiana ceded to the United States by 
France than assertions began to be made 
that Louisiana was a large place. The ex­ 
travagance of tbe demands based on the 
cession seems ridiculous now. .So late as 
December 2, 1S17, President Monroe, in 
his annual message to Congress, said : 
“ A similar establishment was made, at 
an earlier period, by persons of the same 
description, in the Gnlf of Mexico, at a 
place called Galveston, within the limits of 
the United States, as we contend, under 
the cession of Louisiana." None of these 
wild pretensions weie admitted by Spain, 
which power, however, contented herself 
with maintaining the existing order of 
things, and made no aggression while 
awaiting the diplomatic Bolntion. The 
alleged outrages above Natchitoches, such 
as the cutting down of the United States 
flag at Caddo village and the arrest of 
three United States citizens found in the 
vicinity of Herrera’s command, and ac 
cused of observing the movementa of the 
troops, were not serious, and not too strin­ 
gent to observe the status quo. 
That our ancestors were ready to fight 
for Louisiana and the Floridas is indispu­ 
table. Their desire of the Floridas rested 
on the same ground as their desire of Lou­ 
isiana. When the cession of the latter had 
been secured they were not unwilling to 
Btretch its bounds. The great Thomas Jef­ 
ferson himself, on January 11, 1803, indi­ 
cated the strength of this feeling by com­ 
mencing a message to the Senate as follows : 
“ The cession of the Spanish province of 
Louisiana to France, and perhaps of the 
Floridas,” etc. Some time in the next six 
weeks the Hon. James A. Biyard, of Del­ 
aware, and the Hon. Joseph H. Nicholson, 
of Maryland, a committee of the Honse, 
carried into the Senate a bill passed 
by 
the 
Honse 
entitled 
"An Act 
making further provision for the expenses 
attending the intercourse between the 
United States and foreign nations,” and 
delivered also a message conoerning it, in 
which they said: “ This bill has been 
passed by us in order to enable the Presi­ 
dent of the United States to oommenoe, 
with more effect, a negotiation with the 
French and Spanish Governments relative 
to the purchase of the island of New Or­ 
leans and the provinces of East and West 
Florida. The nature and importance of 
the measures contemplated have induced 
us to act upon the subject with closed 
doors. You will, of consequence, consider 
this communication as confidential.” The 
Senate, in executive session, passed the 
hill on its third reading, February 22, 
1803. 
It will be seen that Congress did not 
contemplate the purchase of the vast pro­ 
vince of Louisiana out of which seven 
States and four Territories have been 
erected, having above 900,000 square miles 
of area and almost 8,000,000 population. 
The genius of Jefferson seized on the op­ 
portunity, but the preliminaries looked 
toward a rounding out of the dominion of 
the nation toward the sonth rather than 
westward. The purpose was not fully at­ 
tained till 1819, bat the United States 
never atadnned it, and would probably 
have taken Florida by war if it had been 
found impossible to obtain it by treaty. 
This predetermination is indicated by 
the fact—for it is a fact—that Congress 
annexed the Florida parishes to the State 
of Louisiana six years, ten months and 
eight days before their cession by Spain to 
the United States. The Act of Congress 
provided “ That in case the Legislature of 
the State of Louisiana shall consent 
thereto, all that tract of country compre­ 
hended within the following bounds, to 
wit : beginning at the junction of the 
Iberville with the river Mississippi, thence 
along the middle of the Iberville, the river 
Amite, and of the lakes Maurepas and 
Pontcbartrain, to the eastern mouth of the 
Pearl river, thence up the eastern branch 
of Pearl river to the thirty-lirst degree of 
north latitude, thence along the said degree 
of latitude to the river Mississippi, thence 
down the said river to the place of begin­ 
ning, shall become and form a part of tho 
said State of Louisiana, and be subject to 
the Constitution and laws thereof, in tho 
same manner, and for all intents and pur­ 
poses, as if it had been included within the 
original boundaries of the said State.’ 
There is no doubt about that act. If 
Spain would not cede Florida, our fathers 
meant to fight. If that power had not 
been troubled by almost simultaneous re­ 
bellions of her American colonies, Bhe 
would have gratified our people by giving 
us something to fight. It is quite certain 
that Congress would never have receded ; 
and such a war, if it had been begun, muBt 
almost of necessity have resulted in the 
conquest of East and West Florida, Texas, 
New Mexico and Old Mexico, and the es­ 
tablishment mere than half a century ago 
of that great confederation which the Mex­ 
ican Railroad Ring, headed by General 
Grant, will complete after General Disv. is 
again eleoted President of Mexico.—[Ex­ 
change. 
Stanley’» A frica.—A recent letter re­ 
ceived from Stanley, the explorer, by a 
friend in Boston, save : “ Since I arrived 
on the Congo, last December, I have been 
np as far as the equator, and have estab­ 
lished two more stations, and, besides dis­ 
covering another lake, Mantnmba, have 
explored, for a distance of 100 miles, or 
thereabouts, the river on my map as the 
Kelembu but which ¡B really the Malumdu. 
It is not as large as I stated in my book, 
bnt is a stream the size of the Arkansas, 
and is deep, broad, and very navigable. 
The big streams, which, I expect, must 
drain the largest part of the South Congo 
basin, must be higher up. Having become 
better acquainted with the country, I am 
really struck with the dense population of 
the equatorial part of the basin, which, if 
it was uniform throughout, would give 
49,000,000. The number of products and 
tke character of the people are likewise re­ 
markable. 
The gums, rubber, ivory, 
camphor, wood, and a host of other things 
would repay transportation, even by tho 
very expensive mode at present in use. 
The people are born traders, and are, for 
Africans, very enterprising and industri­ 
ous. ”

A bone, piece of meat or garbage 
of any kind, if thrown into the water, 
ie seized and devoured by these fish, 
which fight like dogs over the food.

swarm 
around 
by thousands, 
and are as voracious as sharks. 
Colonel 
Morgan says he does not allow anyone to 
catch these scavengercatfish, as they are not 
good to eat. Some of them are 4 feet long. 
If one stampe upon the wharf the fish come 
swarming in from all directions, roll­ 
ing and tumbling over each other like hogs 
trying to get at a swill trough. They will 
seize and swallow anything thrown to them, 
such as cigars, nails, tobacco, buttons or 
jewsharps. While leaning over the wharf 
watching these fish, Senator Beck s eye­ 
glasses dropped into the water. A big fish 
swallowed them and ran away, much to 
the disgust of the Senator.

Ganners are waiting for a good storm 
to bring to them plenty of sport at duck 
«booting. 
Dock have commenced to arrive in the 
lower bays on their migratory trips from 
the north. 
Several widgeons and gadwalls, both for­ 
eign birds, were recently killed by a mem­ 
ber of the Cordelia Club. 
A Greek fisherman a few nights since 
made a drift and caught forty dog-fish, 
averaging four feet in length. 
A match is being arranged between Or. 
Carver and Captain Stubbs for $1,000 a 
side, 100 birds, to be shot on November 
«.h. 
Two Scotch scientists have started upon 
a dredging expedition in the Moray Firth, 
one of their chief objects being to study 
the habits of the herring. 
A canvas-back duck was killed at To- 
lands, and white geese and brandt at 
Suisun, last week, which are the first of 
these kinds of game this seasan. 
The disease known as black tongue is 
decimating the 
deer in the mountain 
regions of Virginia. 
It made a similar 
appearance among the deer of that section 
a few years since. 
Great sport has been afforded to hunts­ 
men recently on the salt water marshes of 
Maryland and Delaware seashores, where 
the rail have been killed by the hundreds 
■of thousands. 
The wild rice crop in that 
section gave the birds great plumpness and 
sweetness. 
Frank W. Smith, of Belleville, Nevada, 
and E. H. Smith, while hunting near Deer 
valley, El Dorado county, recently, says 
the Pacific Life, killed five dozen quail, 
eighteen rabbits, seven hares and a fine 
tbree-spikebnck, which weighed 88 pounds 
when dressed. 
Toe Pacific Life says 
that T. C. 
McMeeny, of San 
Francisco, recently 
killed several fine deer and much other 
rifle game in Childes valley, above St. 
Helena. 
He found an abundance, aUo, of 
qnail, rabbit and gray squirrels, and Bays 
it is an excellent place to hunt. 
I t is said the Tule Shooting Club—which 
is composed of a few wealthy San Fran­ 
cisco gentlemen, and whose preserves are 
at Teal Station, on the Suisun marsh—re­ 
cently levied an assessment of $500 per 
member. 
G. Frank Smith, a leading at­ 
torney at the bay, is President.—[Pacific 
life . 
A number of correspondents of the Lon­ 
don Field have daring the present year 
noted the 
prevalence of 
squirrels in 
England, with white taiU, particularly in 
the locality of Devonshire. 
Of one seen 
recently, a writer says: 
“ The abnormal 
coloring only prevailed on about one-third 
of the whole length of the tail, and was at 
its outer end.” 
A trap-shooting match at clay birds was 
held at Gilroy during the recent raceB, H. 
S. Fletcher, of Watsonville, made a score 
of 15 out of 20, which was the best of the 
match. 
Tireell, of Watsonville, came in 
second, 13; R. Eustice, D. M. Pyle and 
Ben Rountree divided third money on a 
soore of 12 ; and G. Holloway and T. Eus- 
tice won fourth on a soore of 11. 
It !b asserted by an English writer on 
angling topics that the monks are en­ 
titled to the credit 
adding the grayling 
to the store of river fish, 
as indi­ 
cated by the fact that «almo thy mall w< is 
invariably found in the vicinity of anoient 
monkish foundations. 
The grayling is be­ 
lieved to be an exotic introduced Into 
Great Britain from more northern climes. 
There is a significant fsct in the defeat 
of the bill introduced into the Eoglish 
Parliament for the suppression of pigeon 
shooting in Great Britain, that all of the 
Bishops voted agsinst the bill. 
Evidently 
the spiritual peers do not regard trap- 
shooting SB the terribly demoralizing and 
cruel act that some people do.—[American 
Field. 
Parties recently visiting the vicinity of 
Fresno saw, while riding over the plains, 
immense numbers of cnrlew, and so far as 
approaching them with horse and baggy 
} was concerned, found them very tame. 
The party had no gun along, and hence 
could not venture an opinion as to what 
the opportunity for bagging would have 
been if hunting trappings had accompanied 
them, for it is well known that a gnn is 
never needed bo badly as when it’s far­ 
thest away. 
A few carp, not over twenty-five, were 
placed in a pond just outside of Rockville, 
Md., about a year anda half ago. 
The 
pond was made merely for the cutting of 
ice, and no attention was paid to the fish. 
Early thiB month the pond was cleaned 
preparatory to the ice-cntting this winter, 
and some fish eighteen inches long and 
weighing three pounds were taken, and 
they were identified as the German carp. 
The pond is not over three feet deep, and 
covers about one-third of an acre.—[Forest 
and Stream. 
Says an English exchange : The river 
W hitman has just been the scene of a 
novel contest. 
More than 500 anglers en­ 
tered the lists to compete for valuable 
prizes, the fishermen who caught the 
largest fish within a certain time to obtain 
the first prize. 
At a given signal all the 
anglers cast their lines into the water, and 
the keenest rivalry was shown by the con­ 
tingents of fishermen from different towns. 
Several of the contestants presented ab­ 
normally large fish on whioh they based a 
claim for the prize, but it was easily 
shown that they had resorted to the old 
trick of buying them, and they were ig- 
nominously debarred from the contest. 
A man may exoell in trap-shooting, and 
yet never become anything of a field shot; 
it is not in him. 
There are men whom 
neither trap work nor field work oan ever 
make crack field shots. 
We have fre­ 
quently been ont shooting with a friend, 
whose company we value most highly ; he 
has a large fund of woodcraft, is a close 
observer, and as full of ardor as any sports­ 
man we ever knew. 
Ho has followed the 
dogs day in and day out, tramped hun­ 
dreds of miles in pursuit of woodcock, 
groase and quail; fired no one knows how 
many thousands of shots at the birds. The 
total amount of game actually brought to 
bag by him in the last ten years oomprises 
two ruffled grouse and one woodcock— 
and there is every reason to believe that 
the gronse were killed by accident. 
As a 
field shot this man is a veritable, incorrigi­ 
ble "duffer.” 
But at the traps he can 
break ten glass balls straight, or kill the 
live birds sprung from a trap as often as 
any other gunner in his vicinity.—[Foreet 
and Stream.

The next day he went to the club 
and took a striped bass of eighty pounds, 
the largest captured this year. 
The Presi­

This has been an unusually poor year for 
sport in the Western States at prairie- 
chicken shooting, and is even said to be 
the poorest ever known. 
The American 
Field claims that the cause is to be found 
in the too early open season, which, it as­ 
serts, should be at least two weeks later. 
It says : “ The date should be changed to 
September 1st, and the law rigorously en­ 
forced. 
A bird hat not now the slightest 
chance before an even ordinary shot, es- 
specially with the heavy guns and large 
charges which are usually used. 
The gun, 
therefore, must be handicappod by making 
the season close until the birds have grown 
sufficiently large and strong to give them 
a chance for their lives. 
The time has 
oome when shooting should become a 
question of skill, and not mere slaughter. 
Then will the sportsman find more real 
pleasure in a bag of a dozen or fifteen 
skillfully killed than in one three or four 
times the 
number 
which 
have 
been 
murdered. 
The 
more 
difficult 
the 
sportsman 
makes 
his 
shootiog, 
the 
more pleasure he will derive from it." 
This is probably correct as to cause, and 
the plea for the adoption of such guns 
and rules as will require better skill in 
place of the present frequent method of 
murdering with two-inok blunderbusses, is 
in the direction we have heretofore nrged, 
and which is eminently sensible. 
From all quarters come very favorable 
reports of an abundant quail supply. 
The 
birds appear to have nested well. Iu many 
localities, on account of the drought, they 
have retired from their usual haunts to the 
denser woods, but though the birds them­ 
selves are not seen, their whistling is heard, 
and that is sufficient promise. 
The ruffed 
grouse are generally in good supply, al­ 
though on certain grounds, where they 
have been plenty of late years, none are 
found this fall. 
The periodical disappear­ 
ance sf the ruffed grouse is a topic of much 
animated discussion. 
Many theories are 
advanced to account for the fluctua­ 
tions, 
but 
though 
some 
of 
these 
are plausible, 
none of 
them 
appear 
to us 
wholly satisfactory. 
We 
have 
noted the facts for forty years, but an ex­ 
planation of them is yet to be found. 
In 
a certain locality where the birds have been 
abundant, the supply will begin to de­ 
crease, and in three or four years the game 
will 
have 
become almost 
extinct. 
Then the number will gradually in­ 
crease, and in time the shooting will ha 
good. 
We have heard of no specially re­ 
markable woodcock shooting this season. 
The dry weather has driven those long­ 
billed favorites into closest cover, and they 
have been difficult of discovery and ap­ 
proach. 
As noted in a former issue, the 
shore bird shooting has practically amount­ 
ed to nothing.—[Forest and Stream. 
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“ You ask a very praetical question :

youths grow some 30 per cent. (11.8), girls 
20 per cent. (1.8 inches). 
The increase of 
weight is even more rapid than before 
reaching

kil.

pounds) 
in 
boys 18 years old, and in girls of the 
same age 51 kil. (127 J pounds). 
In this 
25th year the man is 168 cent. (over5£ feet 
in height), and weighs 53 kil. 
(158J 
pounds), while the woman is 157 cent. (5.15 
feet in height), and weighs 53 kil. (1271 
pounds). 
Man in his 40th year attains the 
maximum weight, 63.6 kil. (159 pounds), 
and then begins to lose flesh. 
Women 
oontinue to grow heavier, reaching about 
56 kil. (140 pounde), until the 50th year. 
Between 45 and 60, men become more 
corpulent and women rapidly grow older ; 
in both the size of the body diminishes.”

It is desirable for all persons, whether 
suffering in health or otherwise, to know 
as near as possible what the normal weight 
shonld be. 
We are indebted to the late 
Dr. Hutchinson for weighing alone 2,000 
men of various ages. 
There is, indeed, an 
obvious relation between the hight and 
weight so particularly weighed and meas­ 
ured. 
Starting with the lowest men in the 
tables, it will be found that the increased 
weight was as nearly as possible five pounds 
for every inch in hight beyond sixty one 
inches.

OUR PARIS LETTER. 


A 
VISIT TO THE SOMMER RESIDENCE 
OF QUEEN HENRIETTA, 


Aft<flr Her Flight from 
England—Walks 
About 
F ails—M ysterious Deaths of 
Prom inent Personages—Etc 


Henry Jam es says, in his most delight­ 
ful article, “ Kn Provence, " th at “ we 
good Americans are to aj)t to thick that 
France is Paris, just as we are accused of 
being too ap t to think th at Paris is the 
celestial city. 
ThiB is by no means the 
case, fortunately for those persons who 
take an interest in modern Gaul, and yet 
are still left vaguely unsatisfied by that 
epitome of 
civilization which stretches 
from the Arc de Triomphe to the Gymnaee 
T heater.” 
To 
every Parisian Paris is 
¡•'ranee, and its environs are almost as un- 
know n to the genuine Parisian as they cer­ 
tainly are to the m ajority of “ good Ameri­ 
cans,” 
W e come to Paris to Bee Paris, 
and not its environs, but, in time, we, 
too, come to feel th at “ unsatisfied long­ 
ing which the epitome of civilization which 
strstches from the Arc de Triomphe to 
t ie Gyinnase T heater,” could not gratify. 


A VISIT TO COLOMBES. 
One morning we started out on a tour of 
investigation, and hearing th at one of the 
towns nearest Paris had been the summer 
residence of the ill-fated Queen H enrietta, 
we determ ined to begin w ith Colombes. 
W e found th at the trains left 1‘aris every 
hoar from the station St. Lazare, and in 
fifteen m inutes we reached the favorite 
village oí the poor Queen, and a more de­ 
lightful village it would not be possible to 
tind in all France. 
Surrounded by forests 
of enormous old oaks and elms and lindens, 
and dense shrubbery, and gently rolling 
hills, Colombes is a rarely lovely spot. 
Coming from the whirl and rush and deaf­ 
ening noise of Paris, and its hot, dusty 
atmosphere, the 
perfect quiet of this 
lovely 
suburb, w ith its 
invigorating, 
healthy air, was m ost grateful. 
Colombes 
has about 2,000 inhabitants, and a very in­ 
teresting church, which dates from the 
thirteenth century. 
From the end of the 
main street we passed a t once into the 
grounds of the 


CHATEAU OF QUKE3 HENRIETTA. 
As every one knows, this most unhappy 
Princess tvas the daughter of H enry IV. 
and of Marie de Mediéis. 
Born at Paris 
in 1009, and m arried to Charles I., of Kn- 
glaod, in 1020, she was accused of influ­ 
encing the King against the Protestants, 
and obliged to flee to France in 1044. 
Af­ 
ter the deplorable end of her husband, the 
Queen retired to a convent at Chaillot, 
founded by herself in happier days. 
She 
returned to England when her son was 
crowned Charlea II., but not to remain 
long. Her delicate health could cut endure 
the clim ate of England. 
It was decided 
to hmid her a chateau at Colombes, cele­ 
brated for its pure air, and in that chateau 
she lived, and there, in 1609, she died. 
No doubt at one tim e it was a fine royal 
residence, but as ouc sees it to-day there is 
not much to appeal to the strongest imag­ 
ination. It isa vastsquarepileof stone, brick 
and m ortar, inclosed by large, and un­ 
doubtedly once very magnificent, grounds, 
but now sadly negleted. 
The building has 
no architectural value whatever. The vast 
rooms have been out up into very small 
ones, and only occasional glimpses 
are 
caught of former magnificence. For a long 
tim e after the death of Queen H enrietta 
the chateau remained closed. 
U nder the 
last empire it was purchased by Monsieur 
A lvincourt, a prom inent Governm ent offi­ 
cial at Paris. 
During the sojourn of this 
gentleman at the ancient royal residence 
Colombes seemed to take a new lease of 
life ; buildings were erected everywhere, 
and even the lovely Emprees seemed to 
take an interest in the former home of 
Qneen H enrietta ; visited it on several oc­ 
casions, and presented the church with 
three tine chiming-bells and 


BAPTIZAD THEM WITH HER NAMH. 
A fter the w ar of 1879, w hen France be­ 
came a Republic, M. Alvincourt, the faith­ 
ful servant of the th ird Napoleon, was 
obliged to leave Colombes, the m ajority of 
the population being Republicans. 
The 
royal chateau was then sold, and divided 
among 
the 
relations 
of 
Alvincourt. 
The 
greater 
part 
of 
it 
is 
oc­ 
cupied 
now 
by 
a 
sister­ 
hood. 
The building has indeed every ap­ 
pearance of a Catholic convent, and the 
practical sisters 
have 
made 
so many 
changes th a t the prim itive character of the 
once elegant chateau is cow almost entirely 
lost. The good nuns showed us, with great 
pride, one vast, hitherto unused chamber, 
the sleepiug-room aud death chamber of 
the Queen. 
It was in this apartm ent th at 
the Queen received 


HER DAUGHTER HENRIETTA 
Of England, a princess no less unfortunate 
than her m other. 
Bern in England, mar- 
rie l to Philippe, Duke of Orleans, brother 
of Louis XIV'., this beautiful woman waa 
the most brilliant ornam ent of th at brilliant 
court. 
W itty , intelligent and cultured, 
neglected by her husband, she was sur­ 
rounded by admirers, and by the bitterest 
enemies. 
In 1670 she was charged by 
Louis XIV. w ith a secret mission to the 
Kiüg of England, Charles II., her brother. 
The object of this mission was to break 
the connection of the English prince with 
Holland. 
H enrietta returned in ten days, 
having m et w ith perfect success. 
A few 
days later she died suddenly, w ithout 
a moment's warning, in perfect health, 
after 
drinking 
a 
cup 
of 
chicory. 
I t 
was 
generally 
believed 
th a t 
she 
was poisoned and the Chevalier Lorraine 
was accused, as the Princess had been the 
indirect cause 
of 
his exile. 
Bossnet 
preached her funeral sermon, also th at of 
her m other—the most beautiful composi­ 
tions of th a t great orator. 
W e turned 
again into the streets of the village, som e­ 
what disappointed th at the 
old royal 
chateau had not appealed moro vividly 
to our imaginations, and were about re­ 
turning to dusty old Paris when we heard 
joyfully th at Colombes possessed 


ANOTHER OLD CHATEAU, 
Which, though not the residence of a 
Queen, contained some rare and precious 
objects of art. 
T hither we wended our 
steps, and were amply compensated for 
the disappointm ent “ in all things royal.” 
This chateau was bnilt for one of the 
courtiers of Louis X IV ., and is of the 
architecture of th at period, thoagh tho 
style of a portion of the building dates 
from an earlier time. 
There are about 
thirty-five rooms, not 
incinding many 
which are not used. 
This chateau re­ 
mained closed for many years, and finally 
attracts 1 the attention of Madame Blano, 
the wife of the celebrated director of the 
gambling houses at Monaco. 
Possessor of 
an enormous fortune, Mme. Blanc married 
her two daughters into 
royal families. 
The eldest is the (wife of Prince Radzi- 
nill. 
The second married Roland Bona­ 
parte, the son of Pierre Bonaparte. 
Mme. 
Blanc learned from her architect, who was 
building her a veritable palace at Monaco, 
th a t the old chateau at Colombes contained 
rare treasures, and Mme. Blanc bought the 
whole building and grounds for a compara­ 
tively small sum, as it had been closed for 
many years and its contents were unknown 
to all excepting this architect, a man of 
tine artistic tastes, whose parents lived at 
Colombes, and it was as a boy th at he pen­ 
etrated into the secrets of the old chateau. 
M adame Blanc commissioned her architect 
to remove from Colombes whatever he 
found of value to her palace at Monaco, 
and many things were actually taken there 
—among others a large num ber of valuable 
painting". 
A great many things were also 


taken to the reaidence* of the Princess Rad- 
zinill and the Princess Bonaparte, but a 
great many treasures remained at the Co­ 
lombes chateau, for Madame Blanc fell 
suddenly ill and died in forty-eight hours. 
I t was thought th a t she was poisoned, and 
it seems there waa very good reason for the 
general belief. 
She was an old woman, 
and was abont to m arry a man many years 
younger than herself—a man of rank, with 
thousands of dollars of debts, which the 


EOOLISU, LOVE-SIUK WOMAN 
Had agreed to pay. 
No one was sur­ 
prised th at the Princes Bonaparte and 
Radzinill objected to their wives being 
possibly deprived of a large share of their 
m other’s fortune, And so the poor woman 
was, no doubt, poisoned and died in her 
magnificent place at Monaco, w ithout hav­ 
ing ever visited her old chateau at Colom- 
bee. 
After awhile the architect came into 
possession of a m oderate 
fortune, and 
bought the property, a part of which he 
now occupies. 
The other part is oocupied 
by a gentleman well-known in Parisian 
artistic circles as a musician and composer 
of the lovlieBt French salon compositions of 
the day—M. Ernest Polgnee. 
For many 
years a Government official of standing at 
Paris, M. Poignee lost his health, and came 
to Colombes to regain it. 
Mme. Poignee, a 
lady of rare intelligence and grace, who 
had mingled in the bust society of Paris, 
decided to found a 


(SCHOOL EOR VOUNG GIRLS AND LADIES, 
And, with great judgm ent, chose the old 
chateau as their future home. 
There are 
about forty pupils, and lovlier, happier 
girls we never saw, not even ia America. 
The chateau 
is 
wonderfully well pre­ 
served. 
The 
grounds are lovely and 
carefully 
kept. 
M. 
and 
Mme. 
Poignee invited 
as 
to 
dejeuner 
(our 
luncheon), and we gratefully accepted—a 
most delicious meal, served in the original 
dining-room of the chateau, the walls of 
which are of solid oak, carved w ith the 
fleur-de-lis of France. 
The panels con­ 
tain the original mirrors, and, altogether, 
the room is but little changed. 
W e were 
pleased to hear th at M me. I’oignee would 
accept some lady-boarders. 
The law of 
France does not perm it gentlemen to enter 
m any capacity a school for young ladies ; 
so, if there are any young ladies, or old 
ladies, who are coming from California to 
Paris, we would advise them by all means 
to establish themBelves in th at lovely old 
chatcan, if they are unaccompanied by 
gentlemen. 
Those desiring to m aster the 
French 
language, 
w ith 
a 
pure 
pro­ 
nunciation would do well to listen to 
Madame Poignee and her five beautiful 
young daughters. 
In this lovley home 
lad ies can be comfortably lodged, with 
three delicious meals, the use of excellent 
pianos, at the modest price of 450 francs 
a quarter (three m onths, $90), or by the 
day a t the extremely m oderate rate of a 
dollar and a half, including service and 
everything but lightB and fuel. 
The fare 
to Paris is only ten centB each way, and a 
delightful short jaunt. 
For the sake of

MISCELLANEOUS. 


From experimeats at Caracas, Vene­ 
zuela, Mons. V. Marcano concludes th at 
the sap of tropical vegetation circulates 
completely through the plants within a 
period of tw enty-four hours. 
Thomas U rquhart has made a careful 
oomparison of the cost of wood, anthra­ 
cite coal and petroleum refuse as fuel for 
locomotives on Russian railways, and finds 
th at petroleum is at least 50 per cent, 
more economical than either wood or coal. 
From a paper by Dr. F ritz M uller it 
seems th at the protection derived by in- 
secta from an evil odor is not always abso­ 
lute. 
He found abeut thirty specimens of 
a very common and exceedingly offensive 
Brazilian species, whose wings were seem­ 
ingly pierced by the beak of some bird or 
other. 
The electric clocks in Paris num ber fif­ 
teen, and seven are upon one circuit and 
eight upon another. 
But their working ia 
not quite satisfactory. 
During the past 
year they have gone out of order from 
various causes, and lost as much as two 
seconds from the vibrations of the streets 
upon the regnlators. 
T hat the wild horse is not of exclusively 
Asiatic origin is disputed not only by Dr. 
A. Mehring, but by Professor Morse, the 
latter showing conclusively th at the natnral 
country of the horse w u America ; but 
there is reason for the belief th at the ani­ 
mal existed nearly in its present form as 
far back as the tertiary age.

For a considerable tim e the Belgian W ar 
Departm ent has been testing a process of 
waterproofing soldiers’ uniforms in which 
the cloth is soaked in a solution of acetate 
of alumina. 
The medical authorities are 
said to have satisfied themselves th at the 
articles of dress thus treated perm it the 
perspiration to pass off freely, and chemi­ 
cal analysis has proven th at the solution 
does not injure the fabric or its color. The 
cloth may be waehed w ithout affecting its 
waterproof quality. 
A new electrical instrum ent has, it is 
said by the Ixindon Timen, been perfected 
by A. M. St. George. 
I t may or may not 
prove a grand snccess. 
Time will tell. 
The London Times says th at this invention 
of George’s is only supplementary to the 
George telephone. 
Every message will not 
only be conveyed, bnt can be reproduced 
at any future time. 
A circular plate of 
glass is coated w ith oollodion and made 
sensitive much in the same way as a photo­ 
grapher’s plate. This is placed in a dark 
box to which there is a slit for adm itting a 
ray of light. 
In front of the slit ia a 
small telephone diaphragm, which, by its 
vibrations, opens and closes a small sh u t­ 
ter, constantly passing and making faint, 
dark lines on the glass. 
Vibrations on the 
glass cause the lines to vary in thickness. 
The glass-work is revolved by clock-work, 
and the whole conversation as it leaves 
the telephone is received 
on the plate, 
the spoken words being recorded as in 
photography. 
W hat is most astonishing 
is th at the original plate can be taken 
back, put, if need be, in communication 
with a distant telephone, and made to 
repeat the original conversation.

THE GREAT “ MIRACLE WORKER." 
In another column we print a suggestive 
article from the leading Democratic editor 
of the day, and one of the moat incisive of 
journalistic writers. He has the courage 
of hia convictionB, and does not hesitate to 
speak to hia party as the truth dictates ; 
but he stopa short of the full acope of hia 
subject. W hat Mr. Henry W atterson has 
to say of the overahadowing evil of “ too 
much legislation ” is unquestionably true. 
W ith us it is no new subject. W e have 
more than once pointed out the harmful, 
nena of encouraging the tendency to run to 
legislation as the great panacea for all the 
supposed ills of the body politic, and the 
cure-all for the grievances of individuals, 
good, false and imagined. But the remarks 
of Mr. W atterson, which are fully abreast 
with the intellectual movement of the age, 
are significant of more than the truth of the 
utterances he makes. They indicate that thiB 
leader in hia party perceives the necessity 
for calling the organization from the path 
in which it has shown a disposition to wan­ 
der, led by the false and delusive popular­ 
Ity of a species of communism that would 
erect State legislation into a paternalism 
that should do for men that which they 
should do for themselves. 
It is quite clear that here is a battle­ 
ground to be early fought over, and the 
outcome must establish the limit of legis­ 
lative interference with the purely indi­ 
vidual concerns of men. The abort-sighted 
wits who assnme to direct parties in the way 
they should go, look upon legislation as the 
' great miracle worker." It is the one 
Balve for all political wounds ; with this 
they would treat the entire system of so­ 
ciety and regulate all the material affairs of 
citizens. Professor Sumner has expressed 
the thought that the modern reformers 
who flood the country with ideas they seek 
to mold into laws, that men may be forced 
to take doses they would else reject, pro­ 
ceed upon the theory that something is al­ 
ways the matter with society and that they 
a ave discovered the only remedy for the 
disease. W hat makes the m atter all the 
worse is the fact to which Professor Perry 
so pointedly refers—that in our country it 
has not been considered, as a general thing, 
Shat a knowledge of economic science is a 
requisite for the legislator. The absence 
of it, he adds, has never been deemed a 
disqualification, as it should have been. 
The fact is, we have not risen to a level 
with the truth that politics is a science, 
demanding special knowledge, and that po­ 
litical economy is a study no legislator can 
omit. Our history of legislation is full of 
crude and artificial efforts to thw art natural 
orocesses and interfere with the operation 
of the laws of economics. Instead of at­ 
tempting to restrict the limits of State 
activity to proper bounds, in the m atter of 
legislation, the aim has been to enlarge 
them beyond all reason. 
Tbe quotation Mr. W atterson makes 
from Spencer is apt, though written thirty 
years ago. Mr. Spencer saw even then 
the direction in which mankind is driving, 
and discerned the disposition of Bociety to 
turn to the legislative arm and the pater­ 
nal functions of government for the relief 
that individual energy itself should give. 
That this disposition should tend to estab­ 
lish a state of society in which men, from 
constant leaning on government, shall reach 
a condition in which there will be a total 
absence of self-helpfulBeBS, goes without 
saying. Professor Amos, in bis political 
treatise, finds it necessary to refer to this 
disposition and to warn ns against the 
multiplication of laws and the endless gen­ 
eration of legal and administrative mech­ 
anism. W e are working “ popular ” pro- 
jacts into law in this country with railroad 
«peod and a recklessness begot of a spirit 
7bich forebodes for us much of coming ill. 
W iether there is to be marked out any 
vr- sbo “ trespasses upon human lib­ 


erty,” to which the same writer refers, is 
a question this people must very soon de­ 
cide. 
Just a year ago Herbert Spencer, c rit­ 
icising onr institutions, remarked that since 
we got our form of government by a happy 
accident, not by normal progress, we will 
have to go back before we can go forward. 
In the m atter of excessive legislation we 
certainly may pause, if we shall not, in­ 
deed, “ go back,” as the English philoso­ 
pher suggests, who added that societies, 
throughout their whole organizations, 
grow and are not made. W e of America 
are indulging in a manufacturing process, 
and legislation is the artificial means we 
employ. It cannot be doubted that the re­ 
sult will be aB artificial aB the agency. 
The facility with which crude ideas, im­ 
practicable schemes, patent 
plans for 
thwarting immutable laws of trade, com­ 
merce, iadu3try and energy, and to reward 
the indolent, the envious and the selfish, 
are made into laws and enforced, is alarm­ 
ing to the thoughtful man and the lover of 
republican institutions. 
Mr. W atterson expresses the belief that 
the Democratic party is equal to the occa­ 
sion that demands a modern Moses to lead 
this people out of the slavery of miracle- 
working legislation. Lofty as is his senti­ 
ment, he unfortunately over-estimates the 
courage and the capacity of the agency he 
invokes to the mighty task of working a 
successful revolution in this matter. Its 
past history does not indicate that it is the 
agency demanded in the new revolution. 
We say revolution, for we have so far 
committed ourselves 
to the doctrine 
that legislation is a specific for all the 
ills of society, that individual liberty 
and freedom of conscience as to govern­ 
mental policies and property rightB, have 
but small guarantees against the dogmatic 
verdict of majorities which are obtained 
in support of the new popular ideas of the 
functions and duties of government, 
through indifference and by the most fal­ 
lacious modea of reasoning and delusive 
promises regarding the wonders legisla­ 
tion will work. It is openly proposed in 
this country, and to a certain degree it 
has been reflected in our laws, to substi­ 
tute for human energy schemes that will 
appropriate its results for tbe benefit of 
those who have not been industrious and 
enterprising. The result of all this Mr. 
W atterson has pointed ont. W ith the 
destruction of self-reliance a people must 
become weaker, leas capable of supplying 
their own needs, and more prone to de­ 
mand of others that they shall contribute 
to their keeping. The theory that the 
Government is for the protection of the 
weak against the usurpations of the atroDg, 
has been so contorted as to frequently read 
that government is the vehicle for legisla­ 
tion to limit human activity on the part of 
the vigilant and far-seeing, that the slow, 
indolent and foolish may reap the rewards 
the first achieve by individual effort. 
Amos has well said that at this time 
government is on trial and required to 
justify its retention of ahold upon any part 
of human activity, and to justify it upon 
precisely such groundsaswould supply alog- 
ical test of the justice of any other usurpa­ 
tion on human liberty. Alexander Winch- 
ell was not so greatly radical as has been 
charged when he declared that the com­ 
munistic spirit is gaining a firm foothold 
in the United States, and that it threatens 
to introduce chaos into the social fabric. 
This tendency to rush into legislation to 
put vitality into schemes to reform society 
and give life to the wild imaginings of 
modern reformers and philanthropic ex­ 
tremists, is born of the baser spirit of 
communism. Mr. W atterson hesitates to 
say it, bnt none better than he realizes that 
the party to which he now cries halt has 
more than any other catered to that spirit, 
and more than any other courted that sup­ 
port, and the companionship of the men 
who 
propose to revolutionize society 
by 
regulating 
nearly all individual 
affairs. 
This 
spirit, 
which 
at 
firat (W83 content to manifest itself in 
private and voluntary organizations, is now 
bold enough to demand that its schemes 
shall take on the forms of law. 
The 
strongest evidence of this is found in the 
disposition to legislate much and concern­ 
ing all imaginable things ; in the disposi­ 
tion to belittle the Courts of justice and 
irrationally criticise their decrees ; in the 
disposition to advance incompetency to 
law-making duties and privileges ; in what 
Winchsll terms the “ discrimation against 
b r a i n s i n the effort to distribute the 
benefits resulting from individual efforts 
among those who have no part in their 
products ; in the advocacy of schemes to 
protect one class at the expense of another, 
as illustrated in the tariff legislation ; in 
the disposition to antagonize those natural 
allies, capital and labor ; in the growth of 
the doctrine of Proudhon, that “property is 
t h e f t in the tendency, while controlling 
theam bitionof the wealth power, and oppos­ 
ing the drift toward plutocracy, to go to the 
other extreme and make the Government 
the care-taker for every individual in it. 
THE LSW OP LIBEL. 
A New York Court has been called upon 
to define newspaper libel again. A city 
oaper published an article based on an affi­ 
davit used in a Court trial and filed in a 
case at issue. For this the publishers of 
the journal were sued. The Court decided 
that the freedom of the press is guaran­ 
teed by constitutional provisions, and laws 
to abridge it which contravene these are 
of no effect. The press has a right to dis­ 
cuss public questions, and to comment upon 
proceedings in public tribunals, and to refer 
to public records. But, said the Court, the 
greatest exercise of caution will not wholly 
prevent a libel from being occasionally 
printed. In such cases the intent muBt be 
considered. It must be ascertained whether 
the publication was inspired by malice, and 
a willful intention to injure, and with a total 
absence of good purpose. In California 
our statute declares these principles in de­ 
fining what are privileged publications. It 
clearly points out that the privileged pub­ 
lications are those made in the proper dis­ 
charge of an official duty, iu the report of 
legislative, judicial or other official proceed­ 
ings authorized by law, where there is ab­ 
sence of malice. So, in criminal proceedings, 
“ malicious defamation” mast be shown, 
and the “ willful and malicious intent to 
injure.” But the malice is presumed in an 
injurious publication if no justifiable 
motive for making it is shown. The law 
as defined by the New York Judge is, 
therefore, the same as under our statute. 
But tbe New York Court went a step 
further, and held that the privilege does 
not give liberty to publish a libel in the 


heading of a “ report.” In the case before 
the Court, the paper did not present the 
affidavit as filed in Court, but “ a para­ 
phrase ” of it, and so the publisher was 
held for libel. We are not informed in the 
report of the case, whether the paraphrase 
distorted the affidavit, and misrepresented 
it. We must assume that it did, for the 
Court certainly would not have held that 
a synopsis of the affidavit, adhering to the 
truth, would have been unprivileged. But 
if we are to understand the word “ para­ 
phrase ” in its plain sense, the Court cer­ 
tainly erred; for to paraphrase is “ to 
restate the text expressing the meaning of 
the original in another form, generally for 
the sake of its clearer and fuller exposi­ 
tion.” It is not the law that publication 
of Court proceedings must be made “ in 
full” ia order to be privileged. To hold 
that it is, is to cripple the press most seri­ 
ously, and to abridge its privileges. It 
is, therefore to be assumed that what the 
Court terms a “ paraphrase” was not a 
truthful recital, nor making clearer the 
meaning of the original. 


THAT MUCH Dt BATED DECISION. 
There seems to be a very wide difference 
of opinion among colored citizens and these 
who speak at thoir meetings, both here 
and at the East. In Washington City, for 
instance, the speakers all denounced the 
decision as an insult to the race. In San 
Francisco, on the other hand, the colored 
people were congratulated that the decision 
had been made because it reaffirms the 
equality of black and white cit’zens before 
the law, and declares that the Constitution 
needs no adventitious aidB to give force 
and effect to the equality declaration. The 
civil rights bill was the sentimental ex­ 
pression of its time. 
That sentiment is 
now the thought and law of the nation, 
grounded so well and deeply that the bill 
has sunk below it and is no longer needed. 
The decision, so much debated, is of no 
practical 
importance 
beyond 
the 
reaffirmation 
referred 
to. 
The bill 
was 
never 
enforced 
in 
all 
the 
years since its passage. It secured to 
the negro citizen no right he had not al­ 
ready gained and did not already enjoy, 
Ttie decision deprives the negro of no 
social rights, siuce the hill secured him 
none he had not prior to the pas­ 
sage of the Act. “ Civil rights ” are really 
political rights, and never have been con­ 
strued to include social rights. There is, 
in fact, no such thing as a social right, 
The only rights men have are such as they 
are entitled to and secured in the posses­ 
sion of in the political organization known 
as the State. Social rights are born of the 
customs of Bociety, the taste3 aud dislikea 
of men and women, the domestic regula­ 
tions that are self enacting and self­ 
executing. When the first civil rights 
bill was defeated in Congress the status 
of the colored citizen was not changed or 
modified a single jot. All this fuss and 
intemperate expression about the decision 
of the Supreme Court is unbecoming. It 
will soon cease. The nation accepts the 
decision as the correct interpretation of the 
law, and does not by reason of it look upon 
the colored citizen with any different sen­ 
timent than it entertained before the de­ 
cision. 
THE STATE WIN8 A aUIT. 


PACIFIC SLOPE. 


The State Controller is to be congrat­ 
ulated on the outcome of the suit insti­ 
tuted hy his department against a late 
Immigration Commissioner. It ha9 been 
judicially determined that that official did 
not rise superior to the authority that 
created him. That when the State ap­ 
pointed him to collect certain fees and 
fixed hiB salary, it did not mean that he 
should keep the fees as well as draw the 
salary. Yet that is precisely the bold de­ 
fense the late official made. It amounted 
to just that, and nothing less. In one of 
its phases it was even bolder, since he at­ 
tempted to plead the statute of limitations 
against his principal. He claimed that he 
was not a mere custodian for the State, 
but independent of it. The truth is he 
was an agent from the outset; ho received 
certain money for the State ; it came to 
him as a trust, and a continuing trust, 
which he was bound to account for. The 
Court has said that he must account. It 
is a monstrous doctrine that any agent of 
the State can act for it, and then turn 
about and deny its right to have an account 
rendered of his stewardship. A San Fran­ 
cisco Court has set the seal of condemna­ 
tion upon such ideas, and it is not at all 
likely that the upper Court will reverse it. 
The sum recovered is not great, hut the 
lesson of the decision is of broad value. 
Because of the failure of the Legislature to 
do its duty aud point out how a State 
agent shall render an accounting, and in 
what manner and at what time he is to 
pay over the money he receives for the 
State, is no reason for the retention by the 
agent of the funds he collects in his of­ 
ficial capacity, after the expiration of his 
term of office. 


The Tnfrr O wm is responsible for the following 
pungent item: “ Ex Senator Eaton, of Connecti­ 
cut, is a Democrat in whom there is no guile.

Tins Red Bluff ^People's Cause speaks thus 
plainly : “ The Sau Francisco Examiner says : ' Un­ 
der Democratic rule we had a merchant marine 
equal to that of England, and the finest navy on the 
seas.’ What does a man do who asserts what he 
knows to be false ? Our merchant marine was 
never the equl of that ef England, and we never 
had the finest nary on the seas. At no time would 
our navy compare with the English or French, and 
it is simply absurd to say so. Is it net about time 
for the Examiner to give the public another essay 
on lying? It is generally conceded that it thor­ 
oughly understands the subject.” 
It is not in keep'ng with the character of Ameri­ 
can journalism that it should apologize for the 
roughs who insulted Mrs. Langtry in the streets of 
New York. No matter who she is, or what her 
character, her right to pass unmolested in the pub­ 
lic highway is as sacred as that of any other woman. 
We have freely criticised that actress, and have not 
hesitated to write her down as she ceserves. But 
whoever commends tbe indecent assault upon her 
in New York is on a par with the scurrilous 
wretches who made it. That a single paper in Cali­ 
fornia should occupy that position is humiliating.

saloon. The loss is not estimated. The fire 
occurred at 2:30 this morning. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
G rass V alley, October 23d.—The largest 
fire that we have had here in seven years 
took place this morning. If. was discovered 
at about half-oast 2 o’clock in the lower fl or 
of the two-9lory building on Mill end New 
streets, owned by Mr3. Michael Hovne, of 
S*n Francisco, and occupied by Thomas 
Rodgers as a saloon. \Vh*n the firemen got 
on the ground the whole building was abb za, 
as well as other buildings adjoining it—all of 
which, being of wood and very rlj, were 
soon in flames. It was soon Been that the 
fire was to he a hot and long one, as from the 
pitee where it started on Mill street there 
were for several hundred feet woodeu houses, 
and all closely built together, which caused 
the fire to spread with alarming rapidity. It 
was hut a few minutes before the buildings 
situated on each corner were in flames, and 
although the fi remen had half a dozan streams 
of water on the burning mas9, and made 
strenuous efforts to confice the ltames to those 
buildings, they were unable to check the fire 
on its m*rch up Neal street toward Church 
street, and it was only checked in that direc­ 
tion just as it reached the Congregational 
church, on the corner. Go its way up it had 
destroyed the residence of Mrs. Hayne, then 
occupied by Mrs. Davis ; the dwelling-house 
of C. Loney, occupied by himseif and family 
iu the upper story, and by T. Mason and 
family on the lower fbor; also the dress­ 
making establishment of Mrs. Garvey, owned 
by Mr. Loney. The spread of the fUmes in 
that direction were so rapid that hut little 
furniture or ulothing could be removed from 
the houses, and in cases where that had been 
done the articles were reached by the flames 
before they Cviuld be removed to a place of 
safety. 
A slight shower of rain fell 
while the fire was burning its fiercest, 
and the roofs of the buildings were dampened 
so tnas the cinders falling on them f died to 
ignite them, S3 would have been the caae oth­ 
erwise. As the ftanies marched down Mill 
street they burned a building W iich confcaiued 
powder, and it taking fire caused au explo­ 
sion which was felt for a distance of a qu *rter 
of a mite. Fortunately the force of the ex­ 
plosion was toward the roof of the building, 
which it demolished completely, and caused 
a stampede by the crowd from that district, 
as other explosions were expected. Fortu­ 
nately no one was injured. Tae losses,which 
at present cannot be learned exactly iu all 
cases, are about as follows : Roof of Thomas 
Othet’a store, $250; fully insu-ed. Frame 
buildiDg on the corner of Mill and Neal 
streets, occupied by J. J. Orr as a butcher 
shop, and owned by Frank Richards, $550; 
fully insured. Orris loss is nominal. Adam 
Lucas’ building, occupied by Dan Morgan as 
a blacksmith shop, $406 ; insured for $500, 
Morgan’s loss on stock and accounts, $300. 
Two-story dwelling-hou*<e owned and occupied 
by Mrs. Greany, totally destroyed; loss, 
about $1,300; iosured f -r $1,000; loss on 
furniture and clothing, $500 ; insurance, $250. 
Large two-story building owned by C. L mey, 
as well as the dressmaking estabrshment oc­ 
cupied by Miss Garvey, total lo?s, $1 800;

The 
German bark Hermodia lost her three masts, 
which were cut away to save the ship. The 
Paladin is aground now above OHar Altas, in 
some seven feet of sand. The cargo is being 
landed. The steamer Maz*tlan left the port 
of Mazatlan on the 2’2d of the month, and 
the crew, cargo and vessel were all lost. 
L a te r —The letter also confirms the loas 
of the schooner Huso and Ados. She had 
ten passengers for this port. The latter Railed 
September 17sh, and was owned by Don Jose 
Espria, of this place. 
A train from the interior arrived here on 
time, crowded with people returning, among 
whom were Governor Lais Torres and Gen­ 
eral Carbo.

A S in gu lar F ish.—The Virginia (Nev.) 
Enterprise of October 23d says : 
There was yesterday on exhibition at 
the office of the Virginia and Gold Hill 
W ater Company a monstrosity in the shape 
of a trout caught in M ariette Lake. A gen­ 
tleman caught it day,before yesterday, and 
yesterday sent it to this city to Captain 
Overton, Superintendent of the water 
company’s affairs. Tiae trout is exactly six­ 
teen inches in length, and is perfect in 
form in all parts but the head. Tne under 
jaw projects exactly one inch, by measure­ 
ment, beyond the upper one, and the 
tongue about half as far. The upper jaw 
curves down like the beak of the parrot. 
It has teeth on the sides, but none in front. 
The head, when viewed from the front, 
much resembles the bead of a sea lion. In 
front are two indentations that seem to be 
perfect eyes, while on the sides of the head 
are the real eyes, though probably they 
were sightless, as a sort of film covers 
them, and one is much higher on tbe head 
than the other. It is likely that while 
young the fish met with an accident of 
some kind ; a big trout, perhaps, snapped 
off its upper jaw, though there is now no 
sign of such mutilation in the skin which 
covers the beak-like jaw. The trout will 
be properly preserved as a natural curi­ 
osity.

PERPETUALLY BITJOXffBD. 
Judge Keyser Finally Closes Another Hy­ 
draulic Mine—Full Text of His Decision. 
The fact was stated yesterday morning in a 
dispatch from Marysville that the injunction 
against the Spring Valley Hydraulic Gold 
Mining Company had been made perpetual 
by decision and order of Judge Keysar. Fol­ 
lowing is the decision in full : 
Noyes vs. Spring Valley Hydraulic Gold Com­ 
pany—The testimony in this case clearly establishes. 
I think, these four facts : 
1. Tliat the plaintiff’s land was valuable for graz­ 
ing and other useful purposes before it was injured 
by tho sediment and detritus now found upon it. 
2. That a large portion thereof is now covered 
with such sediment and detritus, and is rendered 
thereby wholly useless for any purpose. 
3. That much of tbe greater part of this fore’gn 
substance c^mes from the defendant's mine and 
mining operations, and all of it is carried to a point 
whence it must necessarily be conveyed to and de­ 
posited upon said land by means of a canal main­ 
tained and operated bj defendant, and nohc ofFit 
would come upon or t • said land but for said canal. 
4. That the area of plaintiff s land so covered up 
is continually increasing, and must continue to do so 
so long a* said cunal is permitted to convey and dis­ 
charge its contents as it was intended to do, as it 
was doing at the commencement of this suit, and as 
it will c mtinuc to d:> unless enjoined. 
These facts constitute a continuing trespass and 
nuisance which the plainuff has a legal and equit­ 
able right to have prevented and abated unless the 
defeudant ran show, on its part, a right to commit 
and maintain them. Has the defendant shown any 
such right ? To do so it relies principally upon 
three grounds, to w it: (1) Delay in instituting thin 
suit. (2) Acquiescence. (3) Prescription. Without 
ai«oussing the unture of tnese dtfenses at length, it 
w 11 suffice to say that the doctrines of delay, acqui­ 
escence and prescription, when invoked in suits of 
this character, are, as expiar ed and declared by the 
latest and highest authorities, as follows : 
(*.) DdUy, ad a defense in equity, stands upon the 
same footing as in a Couri of law; and when the 
plaintiff's ri^ht is primarily legal, as in this ease, 
and he seeks the aid of equity to enforce it, mere 
deiav is no more of a defense in a Court uf equity 
than in one of law, and, hence, it caun«»t effect the 
nghtof action in tbs former uni* s* barred by the 
statute of limitations. In this State au action f r 
‘respass upon real property must he brought within 
three vears after the right of action accrues, and as 
the plainfciff’o suit was commenced at the time the 
tiespa.13 complained of was being committed, the 
plea of the statute of limitations can scarcely be 
successfully i»»ter[>09ed. 
( i) Acquiescence is where a person having the 
right to object stands by n such a manner as really 
to induce the person who is about to commit, or 
who is committing the objectionable act, and who 
might otherwise have abstained from it, to b dieve 
tnat the former assents to the commia-ion of the act. 
Iu other wurds, acquiescence is quie cence under 
sach circumstances as that assent may be reasonably 
inferred from it. (Duke of Leeds case, 2 Phil. 117. 
I>e IlusKche vs. Alt, Law K , to Ch. Div. 286 ) The 
evidence fails to show any such acquiescence on the 
part of tho plaintiff, and, besides, the doctrine can 
never be invokeu where, cs in this case, the trespass 
is continuing and the nuisance constantly increas­ 
ing; and where, if the relief demanded is not 
granted, to some extcul at least, the plaintiffs 
property will soon be destroyed. 
(3.) Prescriptions can never confer the right to 
repeat a trespass or continue one that ha* been 
committed. (Elias vs. Griffith, Law K. 8 Ch I>iv. 
521.) Aud the right claimed in this case by the de­ 
fendant to overfl >w the plaintiff’s land and cover it 
with sediment cannot be acquired by prescription 
unless there has been an uninterrupted actual occu­ 
pation hy the flow of water and deposit of sediment 
to the same extent and with the same injury to the 
same land for five years, with the knowledge of 
the plaintiff and under claim of right on the part of 
the defendant. (Gnsby vs Clear Lake Water Com­ 
pany, 40 Cal., 396.) Iu this case no such right is 
claimed, and the testimony shows that each suc­ 
cessive year the water and sediment are spreading 
over aud covering up more and more of the plar.- 
tiff’s land, and that if the defendaut is permitted to 
discharge the contents of its canal in the future as 
it has been doing and as it claims the right still to 
do, the remainder of the land of plaintiff will soon 
be covered up, and he will cease to have any bene­ 
ficial use of any part of it. 
I am of the opinion, therefore, that the tem­ 
porary injunction should be made perpetua!.

THE MOON AND THE WEATHER. 
S. H. Garrish furnishes tha following con­ 
cerning the above eubjeet: “ He who shall 
predict the weather, if he does it cooacien- 
tiou-ly and with inclination, will have no 
quiet life any more, and ruaa great risk cf 
becoming cr;zy from nervousness.”— [Pro­ 
fessor Buya-Ballot. California abounds in 
weather propheta. who generally consult the 
phases of tbe moon before gnea.ing what 
weather we are to have for the coming month 
or season. As it is a matter of great im­ 
portance to farmers, many of these prophets 
have foliowere who love to believe their ab­ 
surd predictions. Scientific reasoning ia of 
little account to them, when opposed to 
superstition and ignorant credulity. The 
goose-bone, for instance, has long been con­ 
sulted by many as a weather oracle, which 
some old farmers declare never errs. A.l .ni 
Clarke c nnpiled a moon table f or foretelling 
tha weather by consulting the changes of the 
moon, which is fully as reliable as the goose- 
bone, hut no more so. This table was fiuallv 
pnblishei as ‘ Herachel'a weather table.” 
Although the name of Herachel ia common 
enough, it carried the impression that the 
famous astro comer was thB author. Sir 
William Herscnel, tbe famous scientist, saiti 
ail his life he had watched the weather in con­ 
nection with the chaqges in cfcb m .on. and 
h »d found that tbe moon exerted no 
influence on the weather. General W. B. 
Hazen, CV.it f of the United States Signal 
Service, ban a list of 2¡tí hnrrioines in the 
last four bun ired years, the dates of which 
have been ascertained, which shows that 
storms were not more frequent in the changes 
of the moon than at any other time. 
Arago 
says: “ hia y of tho opinions vulgarly en­ 
tertained upon this head are fouuded on well- 
«6tablished facts, the error lying, not in tbe 
observation, but in the theory which makes 
the moon the causeo f phenomena, of which she 
is only tbe silent and unconcerned spectator.” 
Sir William Thompson says that he has care- 
iully observed the full moon, the new moon, 
and the moon in its quarters, and could find 
no relations between its phases and the vari­ 
ations of the weaiher. 
Professor J. P. 
Nicho), 
the celebrated 
astronomer of 
Glasgow, says: “ No relation exists between 
these clastes of phenomena. The question 
has been tested and decided over aod over 
again bv tbe discussion of long and reliable 
meteorological tables, nor do I know any 
other positive way of testing any such point. 
I confess I cannot account for the origin of 
the prevalent belief.” 
Several volumes could be filled with the 
superstitious nonsense that is even now be­ 
lieved in connection with tha influence of the 
moon on weather, disease, planting of crops, 
etc., all of which has been proved to be fool­ 
ishness. But people will continue to have 
faith in all the signe, as they did three thou­ 
sand years ago, science to the contrary not­ 
withstanding.

SEWAGE FARMING, 
As the subject of introducing a new sy#- 
tem of sewage for Sacramento, and also of 
utilizing the sewage for irrigation purposes,h 
now under discussion by our city officials and 
the public generally, the following remarks 
upon the latter question, which recently ap­ 
peared in the Philadelphia Udgrr% will be of 
interest as showing the experience of other 
cities similarly situated. The article referred 
to says: 
Citim that have barren islands or sand 
spits in their neighborho< d are fortunate in 
tiadiDg such ready-made and profitable places 
for the deposit of drainage and sewage. 
There has beeD, and not without apparent 
reason, considerable prejudice agaiLKt rewage 
farm» near enough to the immediate neigh­ 
borhood of city ground to be readily made 
the depot for such deposits. They have been 
held not to be agreeable waen the winds blow 
over them, and yet the long transportation 
of sewage is costly and inconvenient. Boston 
is constructing a v~st system f r conveying 
its drainage into the harbor, and profiting by 
úhe ex] erience of New Yor*, which seems to 
be ruiL'ing its lower harbor by wakiog it a 
v ast dumping ground, sens a c< mmis- 
siouer to examine the various systems of 
European towns, London, which seüds its 
sewage 21 miles befjre emptying into the 
maritime Thames, finds that it is being re­ 
turned aloi gshore, above and below the out­ 
let, by the tides. Brighton ana Torquay have 
had the same difficulty from their conduits 
emptying directly into the se». Since water 
will not meet the nece sities of the case, util­ 
izing the land is found to do better. Edin­ 
burgh has BrW'T farms that are described as 
magnificent. Peris has a sawer farm on the 
Plains of Genntvilliers, ground that was un­ 
productive in 1868. Tuat land is now nearly 
quadrupled in leutinr valuation, and the pop­ 
ulation lias iucrea-td 31 per cent, by its at­ 
traction of farmers fr »oi <»ther parts of the 
countrv to a profitable investment. The 
oxidation c f aniuial and vegetable life is said 
to be ho complete that the water in 
wells is f und to be perfectly pure. Some 
German towns showed equally good results 
f om sewage irrigation—Berlin, Dantzig, 
an 1 Breslau are named. A handy island, 
having almost no soil, has been made to re­ 
ceive abundant ferti izat.ion at the mouth* of 
sewers, which are conduct*' 1 to the hitherto 
unprofitable territory. 
Berlin has, at one 
locality, 2.035 acres, and at another 1,818 
acres given to »*-wer farming. By the Paris 
experiment 1,275 acres were male to receive 
last year nineteen million cubic mefcrra of the 
ci y’s waste The proportion that is utilized 
and disposed of appears to bo relatively 
larger than at the beginning cf the experi­ 
ment. Four-fif.hs of the drainage of BerliD, 
a city with over one million inhabitants, are 
B'ated to require only 1,067 acres to disp >se 
of and purify it. 
This Berlin farming has 
been under trial for six years. 
One hundred 
aa.l thi.ty-fonr cities and towns in Eoglaud 
are said to have adopted the system of sewer 
irrigation. 
There is % diff-renc?, as is pointed out, be­ 
tween purifying water aud merelv clarifying 
i t ; but M. Durand-Clayc, Chief Engineer of 
B rides and Streets of Paris, who seems to 
have been the great exp’orer in this line, avers 
that the water which leaven both the Berliu 
and Paris sewer farms—that is, strained from 
this experimental soil—is not only purer than 
that which tbe citizens af Paris drink, hut 
absolutely clear and pure. 1. certainly will 
be their owa fault if American cities long 
continue not on'y to waste by polluting th* 
near streams, but absolutely, by the drainage 
into ^idal rivers, to prevent the total clearance 
of offensive matters from the sewers, which 
these foreign experiments claim to have suc­ 
ceeded in removing entirely and putting into 
use. W nat Beems to be needed is the build­ 
ing of sewers that will directly convey the ir­ 
rigating materials to the waste lands which 
are to be improved. A few added miles of 
preventive building in such cases promises to 
return not only health but profit. 


THE REP0RTER3 S JSTAISED. 
For pome tims there has been a conflict 
between the Courts in this city and in San 
Francisco, and the Supervisors of each 
county, relative to the payment of tbe fees oi 
phonographic reporters iu criminal case?. 
The Supervisors have claimed the right to 
tay what bills should be paid, and to cut 
down or reject the bills allowed by the Courts 
for the reporters. Under the State law these 
reporters are made officers of the Court. In 
all criminal cases the proceedings must he 
taken down in writing, when the District 
Attorney or ths defendant demsnds it. I a 
capital cases the Court has to order the testi­ 
mony taken, because in case of conviction a 
copy of it must be delivered to the Governor 
of the State. The costs of rey. or ting in civil 
ca^es ara always paid by the litigants, but in 
criminal cases they arp charged against the 
county of nece«aiyy. Tho law reads : “ In 
criminal cases * * * the fees of the re­ 
porter shall be certifip l by the Court and paid 
out of the treasury of the county, or 
city and county, in wV ion the case 
is 
tried. 
upon 
the 
order 
of 
the 
Court.” 
In San Francisco euch orders 
were made, and the Treasurer refused to 
obey. The reporters worked a year without 
pay, and finally “ struck.” One of the Su­ 
perior Courts then held the Trea urer for c >n- 
lempt in refusing to pay the bills upoa its 
order. Iu this county things have not gone 
to that extreme, but there has been trouble 
anda coiflci between the Courts and tbe 
Supervisors, and the county has been sued. 
The Supreme Court yesterday, in a San Fran­ 
cisco case, decided that the Trearurer must 
obey tha order of the Courts ; that the Super­ 
visors have no responsibility in the matter ; 
that ihe Court ia the proper authority to fix 
the compensation of the reporter and order 
i* pa:d from the treasury, for the power to 
“ certify” carrias with it the power to fix. 
Says one of the Supreme Justices: 
This law concerning reporters is a general law. 
The compensation of the* reporters is fixed by a 
Judge, elected in the city aDd county hy the same 
constituents who elect the Haani of Supervisors 
and the other officers of the city and countv, and 
all are responsible for misconduct in office to tlu 
same coustituencv. Thus tbe local influence is n 
much felt by the Judge as by the officials nf tho 
city and county, and every guarantee for a faithful 
and honest discharge of official duty is hail in the 
ease of the judicial incumbent as of the Board of 
Supervisors. Th« danger of lack of local influence 
and local rttqionsihility is nr* less in the case of the 
Judge than of the officers of the municipality. 
By very many people it is supposed that 
the short-hand writer system of our Courts is 
a luxury for the benefit of the eas^ of law­ 
yers. The fsct is, it is an ec momica! system 
for taxpayers. 
Had tho Leutini murder 
trial, for iostAnce, been “ reported ” in long 
hand, it would have tAken nearly two 
months to have tried it, and the cost to the 
county for jurors, witnesses and clerical tabor 
would have been seven or eLht times greater, 
to say nothing of the los* of time to citizens 
in attendance. At one time a short-hand 
writer rfUred to do all the work for tbe coun­ 
ty fcr $1,200 a y *ar, but tho offer was re­ 
fused. 
Since then the hills against the 
county have exceeded that sum more than 
twice. The decision of yesterday settles tbe 
contest in Sacramento county also, and ends 
a very disagreeable and long pending quarrel 
hcte as well as in San Francisco.

THE EXPOSITION PAVILION. 
The new State Exposition building is near 
ing completion, the painters and glaziers now 
being engaged in putting on the finishing 
touches. It was built on a plan drawn by 
Alfred W. Burrell, of Oakland, and occupies 
the plat of ground bounded on the eaBt by 
Fifteenth street, on the south by N street, 
on the west by Fourteenth street (if extended 
through the Park), and on the north by M 
street avenue, which, after it enters the Park, 
constitutes its chief driveway. The plan was 
selected from among a large number, and the 
buildii g is a perfect model of strength and 
architectural beauty. The building consists 
of two main halls, size 100x400 feet, crossing 
each other at the center, with the corners cut 
so as to form an octagonal center, the whole 
forming a Greek cross. Circular conserva­ 
tories are placed iu each outer corner between 
the wings, and which are divided from the 
maiu hall by railings only. These conserva­ 
tories can be occupied by miniature lawns, 
flower rockeries, fountains, walks, etc., and 
can be utilized as refreshment booths, and 
will constitute a pleasant feature. The view 
into the conservatories is unobstructed from 
the main hall, and also from the promenade 
gaU°ries. 
Tho art gallery consists of a hall 100 by 104 
feet clear space, separated from the main halt 
by a partition, and is designed to be used also 
for social and literary exercises. The horti­ 
cultural and machinery hall6 are each 100 
by 120 feet, with separate exhibitore’ entrance 
to each. The promenade galleries are 16feet 
wide, and at each end of the main hall ex­ 
tend back to raised galleries, and at the side 
wings into the art gallery and industrial hall. 
The ticket (ttictp, Superintendent’s room, 
ladies’ reception aud cloak-rooms, toilets, 
etc., bre on the first flior, adjoining the front 
main entrance, on Fifteenth street, and the 
offices for Secretary, Board of Directors, etc., 
ar« located immediately above them. 
Eight flight of etairs, eight feet wide each, 
lead to the second floor, and in case of 
an 
emergency 
eight 
exits can be 
used. The building is lighted by two 
rows of windows in the sides and 
a row of skyiighis on each sido of all the 
roofs, with a central dome, cf glass, 30 feet 
in diameter and 40 feet nigh. Ample venti­ 
lation on the most approved pian is provided. 
The building is inclosed with wood and glass, 
and the roof supported by iron trusses which 
span the full 100 feet, leaving no intermediate 
supportin'» posts. The apex of the roof in 
the wings is over 80 feet from the floor. The 
galleries are supported entirely by trusses, 
which leaves the entire floor space clear. The 
style if architecture is what is called modtrn 
Gothic, and while the building is not elabo­ 
rately ornamental, it presents an imposing 
effect aud gives generally the appearance of 
a monster conservatory. The elevations of 
the four fronts are uniform, aud finished so 
that the huilding presents an equally pleasing 
appearance from every view. 
Robert McKUlicaD, of Oakland, took the 
contract to erect the building for the sum of 
$73,863, which was $99 less than the bid of 
Carle & Croly, of this city, and $127 less than 
that cf M. J. Kelly, of San Francisco. 
It is the largest building of the kind on the 
coast. Some idea of its immense size can be 
conceived when it is known that 1,000,000 
feet of lumber, 1,000,000 shingles and 60 tonR 
cf iron were u.ed in its construction. It was 
the original plan to place the building on 
1 .rge concrete piers, but after an examina­ 
tion of toe ground by means of boring it was 
decided by the Building Committee and the 
Capitol Commissioners to drive piles, at an 
additional expense of $500. This was done, 
the piling reaching to a depth of 40 feet. 
They were cut off eight feet beiow the 
ground and concrete piers, four feet square, 
built to the surface and extended to the bight 
of three feet by the use of brick. These 
piers were placed 28 feet apart from center 
to center. The intervening space was filled 
with a brick wall two feet six inches at the 
tase, ar.d gradually drawn in until it is re­ 
duced to e;ght inches on the top Underlying 
this wall is eight inches of concrete. The 
main weight of the building rests on the 
piers, the remainder of the foundation only 
eupportiog a light weight from the inter­ 
mediate studding and the ends of the fioor, 
the central portion of the tt >or being sup­ 
ported by concrete piers at regular intervals 
throughout the buildmg.

A correspondent of th e S u n and Drovers' 
Jo u rn a l, w ritin g from N ew A lbuquerque, 
N . M .t gives th e follow ing h ig h ly .in terest­ 
ing account of th e P ueblo In d ian s of th a t 
T e rrito ry —a people w hose peculiar 


lization ” and existence in th a t country 
d ates back, lik e th e com m on law , to 
tim e beyond w hich “ th e m ind of m an 


ru n n eth n o t to th e co n tra ry .” 
T he corre­ 
sp o n d en t says : 
One of th e m ost curious th ings about 
th ese Pueblos is th e ir language. 
W hen 
th e Spaniards in vaded th is co u n try th ey 
found a people id en tical in ev ery th in g else, 
poseeBsing th e sam e appearance, enstom s, 
m odes of living, m anufacture and ag ricu lt­ 
ure, b u t speaking five d istin ct languages 
(n o t d ialects of th e sam e language), and 
th e y are th e eam e to-day. 
T he language 
of 
th e T equa to w n s is alm ost en tirely 
m onosyllable. 
T he w ords of th e (¿ñeros 
g ro n p are tw o eyllables ; th e Piros and 
/ ' nnis and Jem ez rejoice in w ords of great 
length. 
As an exam ple, tak e th e w ord 
e arth , one of th e first em ployed in any lan ­ 
guage. 
In T equa it is nah ; in Q ueres, hah 
a t-,,- in Jem ez, dock-ah ; in Piros, pah han­ 
nah, w hile in th e Zum it is on-loek nan- 
nay. 
A n d w h at is still m ore eingular is 
th a t th e distrib u tio n of these languages is 
n o t geo g rap h ical; th a t th e groups are not 
com pact divisions, b u t lap over each other 
in th e situ atio n of th e ir tow ns. 
F or ex ­ 
am ple, a t Tais, in th e n o rth , and Isleta, in 
th e south, th e sam e language is spoken : 
b u t betw een are all th e T equa tow ns and 
m any of th e Q ueres, covering m ost of the 
R io G rande valley, 
A gain th e language spoken a t Pecos was 
id en tical w ith th a t spoken at Jem ez, b u t 
□one of th e intervening tow ns spoke it. So 
lh a t w hen th e form er P aeblo Pecos, of 
whom I told you before, w as abandoned by 
its in h ab itan ts, th ey had to pass pueblo 
after pueblo, like th e childreu of Israel 
w andering in the desert, before finding a 
restin g place a t Jem ez, w here th eir own 
language was spoken. 
W h en th e people of 
different pueblos w ish to talk w ith one a n ­ 
o th er th ey use th e Spanish language, w ith 
which all are m ore or less fam iliar. 
These 
people all sta rte d from th e sam e source. 
W here w as th e d estru ctio n of th eir tow er 
of Babel, w hich scattered them and con- 
fnsed th eir tongues? 
T hese Pueblo I n ­ 
dians are rapidly declining in population, 
as from th eir h ab its of interm arriage they 
are already sm all in size and physically in ­ 
ferior to th eir form er condition. 
T he once 
pow erful and influential Taos Pueblos are 
a ll ex tin ct, n o t one rem aining to tell the 
sorrow ful tale of this once m ighty people. 
T h ey w ere situ ated along th e G allisteo, 
and th e ruins of th eir cities and churohes, 
a? th e hand of tim e crum bles them to 
d u st, are m onum ents of th eir departed 
glory and pow er. 
A n d as I w andered 
am idst these ruins, once th e happy homes 
of a g reat andpow erful people, I w ondered 
w h at w ould be the th o u g h ts and reflections 
for th e fu tu re archaeologist as he w audered 
around th e ruins of our g reat cities of th e 
Hast, and took th e m easurem ents of the 
old erum bling walls of th e C apitol a t 
W ashington, or as he w andered am idst the 
ruins of N ew Y ork, and gazed in w onder 
a t th e tow ers of th e B rooklyn bridge as we 
stan d and gaze on these ruins, or as we 
stan d and gaze on th e old pyram ids, or 
w ander am idst the ruins of ancient Thebes. 
I t can be tru ly said of th is once pow erful 
people, th a t th ey can “ clim b th e W estern 
h ills and read th eir doom in th e setting 
su n .” 
K now ing your space is lim ited, I leave 
o u t m any things th a t I should like to tell 
you. and come to the Pueblo Indians of to­ 
day. 
B ut it m ay be asked, w h at has all 
th is got »o do w ith a stock paper. 
Sim ply 
th is, th a t a country w hich sup p o rted such 
a num erous population who lived p rin ­ 
cipally by th eir herds and flocks, m ust 
have great resources in th a t direction, and 
proves th a t th is is a g reat grazing country. 
T he to u rist com ing over the A tchison, T o­ 
peka & S anta Fe R ailroad, if he visits 
S an ta Fe, w ill see on th e streets these 
Pueblos. 
A fter seeing all th e sights there, 
w hioh are m any, he should by all m eans go 
o u t to th e Pueblo T esnque, w hich lays no rth 
of S an ta Fe nine miles. 
C aptain M arshall, 
'J . S. A. Q uarterm aster of th e D epartm ent, 
k in d ly placed 
an am bulance and 
four 
m ules a t m y disposal to v isit it. 
I t was a 
b rig h t m orning, th e ‘J th of A ugust. 
The 
air was 
fresh and pure ; th e scenery is 
bold and grand, bo th a t one w ill enjoy the 
ride. 
Should you n o t visit S anta Fe, the 
b est place to visit is a t th e Pueblo San 
Domingo, tw o m iles from W allace, on the 
R io G rande. 
T here you w ill see th e In ­ 
dians, b a t not the old ancient tow n, as it 
was w ashed aw ay a few years ago, and 
w hen it was rebuilt p a rt of th e people b u ilt 
m odern bouses, w hile th e balance b u ilt 
after th e old, ancient style. 
T his íb one of 
" 
largest pueblos in N ew M exico, and 
th e 
yon can v isit w ith b u t little expense by 
laying over one day a t W allace, w here 
th ere is a fine hotel ; yon can see it w ith 
b u t little expense. 
From w hat I have already said about 
these Indians, you w ill not be tim id about 
going, for you are safer th ere th an yon are 
in Chicago, for th ere are no th u g s or thieves 
th ere. 
As you approach th e tow n you will 
see on your rig h t hand w hat in our country 
looks like sheds, on top of w hich you w ill 
see an In d ian standing. T hey are lookouts, 
and th e sentinel is w atching th e flocks, or 
ra th e r is w atching th e herds, as th ere are 
h erd ers alw ays w ith th e stock w hen it is 
out. 
If th e day is w arm , yon w ill see 
p len ty of little children running around 
playing, dressed w ith ——- a sm ile or a 
m erry laugh. 
L ying in th e shade asleep 
yon w ill Bee lots of m en, w hile stan d in g in 
th e terrace you w ill see th e wom en, or ru n ­ 
ning in and ont busy a t th eir household 
duties. 
You w ill be surprised a t th e low 
sta tu re of th e wom en, b u t th ey are very 
plum p and solid looking, and as one arm 
and shonlder is exposed, you w ill see a 
m ost beautiful rounded arm and th e upper 
p a rt of a b u st th a t M ichel A ngelo m ight 
have tak en for his m odel of th e G reek 
slave. 
Do n o t th in k th a t these dusky 
nawdens are im m odest, for th ey never ex- 
ptwe as m any of th eir charm s as are to be 
vsen in a fashionable g athering of th eir 
rjroud w h ite sisters. 
T n eir features are very re g u la r; th eir 
ja g s are v ery round, o r being as broad as 
dvrjp:; th ey are not as red as you th o u g h t 


th e In d ian s w ere, b u t are m ore of a yellow 
T h eir dress is a s k irt fastened around th¿ 
w aist, and reaching to th e knee, a shaw l 
th ro w n over one shoulder and brought 
around un d er th e o th er arm . 
T h eir black 
hair takes th e place of any bonnet or hat. 
T he low er p art of tb e ir (I w as going to say 
legs) pedal extrem ities are encased in buck 
skin, all fringed and painted up nicely, 
w hile th eir feet, n o t as big feet as yon 
m ight expect, are incased in buckskin m oc­ 
casins. The specim en is dressed about half 
m odern, or, in o th er w ords, dressed like 
some old slouches th a t wo see in our coun­ 
try . 
A fter riding around th e tow n do not 
be afraid to get out and clim b th a t ladder, 
and then go into th eir houses. 
Y ou will 
find them very rude, b u t w arm hearts beat 
beneath th a t colored breast, and you are 
welcome. 
T hey expect yon to buy some 
of th eir pottery or shells, or specim ens uf 
turquoise, w hich they have, and w hich is 
th e only place it can be bought along the 
road. 
If you do not buy an y th in g you 
w ill give them a quarter A its (25 cents) ; 
everybody does, and they expect it. N’nould 
it be m eal tim e you m ust eat w ith them . I 
do not suppose your appetite w ill be very 
strong—m ine was not— b u t I sa t dow n in 
th e circle on the floor and eat an ear of 
green corn, w hich was good. 
If you v isit the Chief, or P resident, or 
w hatever they call him , you w ill see tw o 
canes. 
I have found them in every pueblo 
w hich I have visited. 
O ae is an old one, 
th e o th er a black one, w ith a gold head. 
T ake them dow n and look a t them , though 
th ey do not allow th eir own people to h an­ 
dle them . 
T he old one cam e frum Spain, 
and was given to th e pueblos by th e Span­ 
ish conquerors. Look a t th e other one, and 
you w ill see nicely en g rav ed : “ A. Lin­ 
coln, 
P resident of th e U nited S tates.” 
T ney w ere so peaceable and quiet w hen all 
th e others during our late w ar w ere raising 
th e devii, th a t o u t of th e fullness of his 
great, good heart, A. Lincoln presented 
each of th e pueblOB w ith a cane, w hich is 
sacred w ith them , and is alw ays k e p t at 
th e house of th e 
P resident. 
I said the 
tow n was w ashed aw ay. 
I t w as n o t all 
w ashed aw ay, th e houses on th a t knoll and 
th e old church standing on th e hill a t the 
northeast corner of th e tow u was left. 
Of 
course you will get o u t and look at it, for 
it w ill pay you. 
T he old heavy doors have 
various carvings upon them , including the 
Spanish coat of arm s. 
T he im age of St. 
Dom inick (Santa Domingo), for w hom the 
pneblo is now nam ed, is nearly life size ; 
and on the annual festival (A ugust 4th) is 
tak en from the chapel and carried in pro­ 
cession to a tem porary building, m ade of 
branches of trees and elaborately orn a­ 
m ented, and th ere rem ains during all the 
eerem onial dances, etc. 
T nis festival lasts 
all day and is very interesting. 
If you 
arrange to be there at th a t tim e, do so, for 
it w ill pay you. 
T h at round house in th e center of the 
tow n is th e ocuacil house, no one enters 
there b u t councilors. 
I t looks like the 
gas w o rk s; th ere is n o t a w indow in it. 
E very m an after he reaches th e age of 40 is 
a councilor. 
T he G overnm ent is strictly 
dem ocratic (I use th e w ord in its broad 
sense), and each year, on th e 25th of De­ 
cem ber, th ey elect a G overnor, a w ar Cap- 
taiD, who is the sheriff or policem an ; C ap­ 
tain of A griculture, w ho has charge of all 
th e farm ing operations and sees th a t the 
m en work ; C aptain of th e Stock, who 
haB charge of th a t branch of th e business. 
T hey have no laws. 
W hen anything is 
done th a t is w rong th e council m eets and 
decides w hat th e punishm ent shall be. 
Their punishm ents are all by w hipping. 
If a m an refuses to w ork w hen he is ordered 
to do so by th e C aptain of A griculture, he 
8pots him and th e council decides how 
m any lashes he shall receive. 
T ney are 
strictly honest and tem perate. 
I never 
saw one drunk. 
In th eir m arriages th ey 
are m onogam ists; one m an can have but 
one wife w hiic she lives. 
S eparations are 
unknow n. 
T ney are very happy in th eir 
dom estic relations. 
T hey are m arried by 
th e priest, as th eir religion 
is Catholic. 
Cases of ad u ltery are very r3re, b u t w hen 
it does occur th e council decides how m any 
lashes th ey shall have, each one getting the 
sam e, on th e ir bare back. 
T hey w hip 
them nearly to death. 
E ach 
conncilor 
gives them so m any lashes. 
A boy of IS 
and a girl of 15 can go to living together 
w ithout g ettin g m arried, and can live so 
u n til a child is born, and then he m ust 
m arry her. 
If he refuses th ey w hip him , 
and th ey keep on w hipping him each tim e 
hard er aod harder u n til he does m arry her. 
A nd so perfect do these law s w ork th a t up 
to this tim e no com plaint by one P uebla 
Indian against another has ever been m ade 
in a T erritorial court. 
A priest looks o u t for th eir spiritual w el­ 
fare, and th ey have m eetings once a m onth. 
T he priest who has charge of th is Pueblo is 
a jolly fellow, and is one of “ th e boys ” 
w hen he com es to tow n. 
To kill tim e, one 
day in W allace, I w dht into a saloon along 
w ith a friend to see th is frontier life, so I 
could describe it, and there he was taking a 
hand, and th ey say he is one of the best 
poker-players in th e country. 
I do not 
u nderstand th e gam e, b a t he could talk 
about fulls, flushes, straig h ts and pairs as 
fast as any of them . 
B ut one of th e boys 
got a “ corner ” on him ; he was “ sh o rt ” 
on “ th e d e a l” and he scalped him 
fu ll­ 
handed. 
To me it sounded strange to hear 
them calling him father and telling him to 
“ ante u p .” 
I hope there are no m ore like 
him . 
In order to m ake friends w ith the 
Pueblos and help to convert them to th eir 
religion the Spanish authorities granted 
each Pueblo 
a 
tra c t of land m easuring 
three 
m iles from each corner 
of 
the 
Pueblo. 
T his land is held in com m on, b u t 
each m an is 
bound to farm enough to 
raise 
w hat his fam ily w ill w ant, if he 
does 
not, 
they 
w hip 
him . 
The 
Pueblos are all in th e fruitful valleys. 
Each m an owns his own stock. 
A t sunset 
each day th e people assem ble on th e square, 
or plazi, and th e G overnor from the house­ 
top tells the people the new s of th e day 
ju st closing, gives th e order for th e next 
d ay ’s w ork and adds w hat he can of gen­ 
eral in terest. 
In fact, he is th e edition of 
th e evening new spaper, and rem inds one of 
th e S crip tu re passages in regard to house­ 
top proclam ations. 
U nder th e M exican 
G overnm ent th e y ’voted and held office, b u t 
the U u ited S tates G overnm ent gives them 
no such right. 
T hey get no annuities from 
our G overnm ent, 
and have no Indian 
agent. 
A large num ber of th eir children 
are atten d in g th e G overnm ent school here, 
and I am inform ed th a t th ey learn rapidly. 
I have th u s very briefly tried to tell you 
som ething about those Pueblo Indians. In ­ 
dustrious and hospitable, th ey still retain 
tb eir characteristics w hich w ere noticeable 
in th e days of Cabegade, Vaca and C orna­ 
do, and rem ain in th e m id st of surrounding 
changej the sam e, and are th e m ost in te re st­ 
ing existing illustration of th e higher ab­ 
original life of the native A m erican people.

PLEA OP INSiNITY BEPORB THE EK 
GUSH COURTS. 


Terrlbla Work of a Madman—An A m y of 
PerEons Falsely Imprisoned as Lu­ 
natics—The Lord Mayor—Etc. 


Losaos, October 4, 1883. 
Contrary to the hope of many of her 
best people England has again disgraced 
herself by the appointment of a public 
hangman. In future, as in the past, one 
man is to stand forth in this country as 
the legalised slayer of his fellow mortals. 
Bartholomew Binns kills for money, and 
the taking of human life is simply the trade 
by which he earns his livelihood. Every 
refined nature must shrink from the con­ 
templation of such an odious character, 
and doubtless the continuance of this office 
will swell the ranks of the large number of 
people here who would be glad to see capi­ 
tal punishment altogether abolished. But 
Mr. Binns, it appears, is to be cheated out 
of one of his victims, and the case is so 
extraordinary, both in the details of the 
orime and in the sequel to the trial, that I 
shall trouble your readers with a brief re­ 
cital of it. 
TIIR TEP.RIBLIC RECITAL. 
Just about two months ago William 
Gouldstone killed his five children. The 
three eldest he drowned in a cistern in the 
back kiteben, afterwards taking out the 
bodies and laying them side by side on the 
floor. Then he went up stairs and knocked 
in the skulls of the twins his wife had 
brought into the world a week before, only 
remarking to his horrified companion as he 
finished his bloody work, “ Now I shall be 
hanged and you will be free.” Public feel­ 
ing was greatly Bhocked at this crime, and 
(or the sake of hnmanity it was hoped that 
the author of it would be provea insane. 
This hope was even expressed by the Judge 
in his charge to the Grand Jury. But to 
establish insanity as a bar to gnilt before 
an English Court is a difficult task. Med­ 
ical testimony was admitted, but it was so 
manipulated by the coansei for the prose­ 
cution, and so disparaged by the Judge, 
that it amounted to nothing. It was also 
shown in evidence that the man had ex­ 
hibited symptoms of insanity previously, 
and that his mother and aunt were luna­ 
tics. His character for industry and Bobri- 
ety, and the affection he had manifested 
for his children prior to the tragedy, were 
likewise brought out at the trial, and the 
contention of ¿íb attorney was that hered­ 
itary unBonndness of mind had been brought 
into activity nnder the melancholy he felt 
consequent upon the rapid increase in his 
family. This was a most plausible plea in 
view of the facts, for the testimony proved 
conclusively that at the birth of the twins, 
which swelled the number of his children 
to five in four years and a half after mar­ 
riage, four being still “ in arms,” so to 
speak, with but six dollars a week coming 
in to meet expenses, 
HIS MANNER ENTIRELT CHANGED 
Both toward his family and fellow-work- 
men. “ The thing that Btruck me most,” 
says his wife, “ was that he never took any 
notice of the babies. His appearance 
seemed changed and his eyes were strange 
and wandering.” All this was fully estab­ 
lished at the trial, but, except in aroasing 
public attention, it did uo good. The case 
was finished iu a few hours, and the jury 
deliberated fifteen minutes. Mr. Justice 
Hay, in summoning up, observed that the 
point the jury had to decide was not 
whether the prisoner was sane or insane, 
bnt whether at the time he committed the 
act he was in such a condition of mind 
as not to know that he was killing his 
children, or that, in doing so, he was doing 
wrong. This, of osnrse, settled the mat­ 
ter, for ths man obviously had some com­ 
prehension both of the nature of the crime 
and of the penalty likely to follow it, and 
tne jury had no aif*a^,*tive nnder such a 
charge but to bring in, as they did, a ver­ 
dict of guilty. But this did not end the 
case. The newspapers and the public took 
it up, and the Home Secretary was ap­ 
pealed to. The strict legality of the de- 
oision was not questioned ; the point made 
was that the law is faulty, and that iu the 
present instance it had, on a technicality, 
condemned to the gallows 
A« IRRESPONSIBLE MADMAN. 
Hr. Savage, head physician of the Bethlehem 
Hospital for the insane, the medical expert 
who took part in the trial, wrote to the 
press as follows : “ The skillfnl cross-ex­ 
amination of Mr. Poland gave me no op­ 
portunity of presenting my opinion on the 
man's sanity. I was forced to own that in 
a short interview, from the facta seen by 
myself, I could not have signed a certifi­ 
cate of insanity. I did say, however, that 
taking my examination with the history sf 
the man and the crime, I had no doubt he 
was of unsound mind. That the patient 
knew he had killed his children, and that 
he knew he might be hangod I could not 
deny, but knowledge of th.. 
’ does not 
exclude insanity. I have he> 
.ienta of 
the most insanely and dangerous class who 
have said the same things which Gould- 
stone said, and who know as muoh as he 
does, yet they are mad.” I>r. Savage ap­ 
pealed for a thorough investigation of the 
condemned man's mental condition, and 
his appeal was seconded with much vigor 
by the British Medical Journal. Being 
one of the best authorities in the kingdom 
on this subject, the remarks of that paper 
are well wo.-th reproducing. 
THE STATEMENT : 
“ Medical evidence is jeered at and dis­ 
regarded,” it says, “ but no steps are taken 
to test its truthfulness. Let us snggeat 
one such step. In scores of cases daring 
the last twenty years medical men have been 
interviewed to save from the gallows oon- 
victs tried, by the aid of eminent counsel, 
and condemned to death by eminent 
Judges, but whom they have regarded as 
insane ; and in a large number of cases 
their intervention has been successful, the 
capital sentence having been commuted, 
often amidst loud protests and severe 
strictures on the eccentric notions of mad 
doctors. Now let a return be obtained of 
the subsequent history of all these cases 
in which the capital sentence has been 
commuted on the ground of insanity. If, 
in any considerable proportion of these 
eases it should appear that the doctors 
have been wrong, end that the convicts 
whose lives were saved were not really in­ 
sane, then there will be good grounds for 
receiving medical testimony with increas­ 
ing cantion and diminishing authority. 
But if, on the other hand it Bhould appear, 
as we confidently predict it would, that in 
every instance, without exception, in which 
the death penalty has been set aside in 
consequence of medical representations re­ 
garding insanity, the most indisputable 
symptoms of madness have been subse­ 
quently exhibited—symptoms recognizable 
not only by medical men but by the gov­ 
ernors, chaplains and lay officers of the 
establishment in which the convicts have 
been confined—then there will be gronnds 
for conclnding tbat many insane persons 
have been executed in this conntry ; for 
medical representations of the strongest 
charaoter have sometimes been disregarded 
in oases in which insanity tas alleged. ' 
RESPITE GRANTED. 
This is a brave challenge, and those in 
both countries who are interested in the 
subject will wiih that the test in question 
might be applied. Meanwhile the effect of 
the agitation upon Gonldstone’a case is that 
a committee of expertB have carefully ex 
amiued him at the instance of the Hojoos 
Secretary, and that the latter functionary, 
to which a report has been made, has jusir.

be the indirect result of the discussion re­ 
mains to be seen, but it is certainly desira­ 
ble in the interests of justice that the En­ 
glish criminal law should be so amended 
as to take cognizance in judging of a man’s 
sanity, no. simply of his knowledge or ig­ 
norance of the nature of his act, bnt of his 
power also, or lack of power, to resist the 
impulse which prompted him to commit the 
act. It appears, too, that 
THE LUNACY LAWS OF THIS COUNTRY 
Need revising in other respects than the 
one now nnder consideration, for if Hr. 
Mortimer Granville, a well-known author­ 
ity on diseases of the brain, who was em­ 
ployed by the Lancet to visit and report 
npon the condition of the lunatic asylums 
in London and vicinity, is to be believed, 
one-third of the patients fomnd in these 
places might be out of them with advan­ 
tage to themselves and the public, since 
their “ powers of self-control are equal to 
those of average persons of their class out­ 
side of asylums, and they ought to be self- 
snpporting.” Tnis opinion waB given be­ 
fore a Parliamentary committee, and was 
backed up by similar testimony from Hr. 
Lockhart liobertBon. In a work on “ The 
Bastilles of England, or the Lunacy Laws 
at Work,” from the pen of Mrs. Louisa 
Lowe, formerly honorary Secretary of the 
Lunacy L»w Reform Association, the con­ 
clusion is drawn from the statements of 
these eminent persons that there is “ an 
aggregate of more than 20,000 persons in 
England and Wales not only deprived, 
without cause, of all civil rights, but sub­ 
jected to the mostabject personal slavery on 
FALSE ALLEGATIONS OF LUNACY ; 
In fact condemned, and perhaps for life, 
to a doom often worse than a felon’s, with­ 
out trial, or even knowledge whereof they 
are accused. ” As a matter of course the 
principal objects of Mrs. Lowe’s assault 
are the private asylums, which, under the 
existing law, makes the question of sanity 
depend upon the attestation of two medi­ 
cal meD, obtained at the instance of some 
relative of the alleged lnnatic, allowing the 
greatest latitude for abuses. The indig­ 
nant authoress finds the explanation of 
this dark feature of England's social life 
in three main causes—first, in the unscru­ 
pulous greed and malignity ot relatives and 
acquaintances of so-called lunatic patients ; 
secondly, in the avarice, ignorance or 
prejudice of medical men ; thirdly, in the 
apathy, incompetency and corruptibility of 
the officials charged with the administra­ 
tion of the Lunacy laws. The remedies 
suggested by Mrs. Lowe are numerous, 
chief among them being the substitution 
of judicial for medical examination and 
the determining of coercible lunacy by 
acts alone. In the mean time, the report 
of the Commissioners on Lunacy, just 
issued, shows insanity, or what passes for 
it, to be 
RAPIDLY INCREASING 
In this conntry, the total number of luna­ 
tics, idiots and persons of unsound mind 
registered in England and Wales on the 
first of January last being 76,765, or 1,923 
more than the number returned for the 
previous year. 
Making due allowance 
for abuses, these figures are indicative, 
doubtless, of a bona fide increase in 
this class of persons, aad a grave social 
problem is thus presented. But in a coun­ 
try where the social conditions are so op­ 
pressive, and where such multitudes of the 
lower classes are engaged constantly in so 
tragic a struggle for life, it is not difficult 
to find the solution of this problem, how­ 
ever difficult or even impossible it may be 
to provide an adequate remedy. Speaking 
of lunatics, how slightly removed from a 
condition of mental non-accountability 
mast the Aldermen of this city have been 
when they departed from immemorial 
nsage and defied the unanimous wish of 
the voters in the 
PRESENT ELECTION OF LORD MAYOR. 
Both by seniority and by choice the office 
belonged to Alderman Hadley ; vet, with­ 
out a word of explanation the Aldermanic 
Court bestowed it upon another. Every­ 
body is puzzled, many are disgusted, and 
there is a big rnmpna all around. The 
only mooted reason for Hadley’s rejection 
is that he is a bachelor. But the gentle­ 
man showed that this could be no proper 
bar from the fact tbat one-third of those 
who had filled the office for the last twen­ 
ty-five years were in the same deplorable 
state of single wretchedness. The next 
few dayB may develop other and more se­ 
rious reasons. Meanwhile the rejected 
candidate rides on the top wave of popular 
favor, and his disappointed ambition bids 
fair to be solaced ere long by an election to 
the Honse of Commons. But what shall 
be Baid of English methods of government, 
when Rpt only in legislative but in muni­ 
cipal bodies, those supposed to represent 
the people can, with impunity, set at 
naught their clearly expressed will ? It is 
pleasing to reflect, however, that the day of 
reform ie at hand, for, at the next session 
of Parliament measures will be introduced 
and passed which will greatly improve 
both the legislative system aDd the moss- 
backed forms by which at present the 
affairs of this great metropolis are man­ 
aged.

TOO MUCH LEGISLATION. 


The Carson (Nev.) Appeal says : There are 
three cattle men in this State, each worth 
$1,000,000. Two of them were cattle herders 
less than twenty years ago, and one of them 
signs his name with an X, 


The great miracle worker of the present 
day is legislation, and not the church. As 
we have lest our faith in the snpernatural 
power of the priesthood we have turned to 
the Government, and have endowed the 
legislative departments with wonder-work­ 
ing intluences which are not second to those 
credited to the church in the dark ages. 
In popular conception nothing is impos­ 
sible to legislation, and nothing is too in­ 
significant to deaerve special treatment. 
We want the law to regulate all commer­ 
cial, political and Bocial intercourse. We 
have no confidence in the individual ; yet 
the multitude we trust implicitly. We 
insist that legislation deal with every 
question ; that it compel men to abandon 
one association for another, that it force 
them to train their children in a certain 
way, that they limit their personal ex­ 
penses and habits and desires by a legal 
standard. 
Of all ages, this is the most 
prolific in schemes of idle men, ignorant 
men, unstable men, to make mankind after 
a new pattern. ’Sumptuary legislation has 
the support of the people as it never had 
before. 
Nor does legislation stop here ; it deals 
not only with man aB a nnit, bnt it deals 
with him in all his relations to society. 
Legislation controls education, sanitary 
methods, transportation, inter-commnnica- 
tion. We want a Government telegraph, 
a Government railroad, a Government sav­ 
ings bank. Though the experience of the 
race shows indisputably that the Govern­ 
ment iu all it nndertakes is inferior to the 
individual—that it is slow, blind, ignorant 
and extravagant—still we turn to it with a 
faith that haB in it all of the pathos of eu- 
perstiti on. 
One would natnrally suppose that this 
all-consuming desire to extend the functions 
of Government is due to the fact that in its 
own province it has done all things welL 
In fact, it has failed utterly. Property is 
not safe, life is not protected, crime is not 
punished, titles are clonded, jails are mis­ 
erably mismanaged, the expense of litiga­ 
tion denies justice to the poor man, and 
corruption manifests itself in all the 
branches of this organization. It does 
nothing well, yet we seek continually to 
extend its powers. Writing of the evil of 
over-legislation over thirty years ago, Her­ 
bert Spenoer said : 
“ As it is, however, they seem to have 
read backwards the parable of the talents. 
Not to the agent of proved efficiency do 
they consign further duties, but to the 
negligent and blundering agent. Private 
enterprise has done much and done it well. 
Private enterprise has cleaned, drained and 
fertilized the country and built the towns 
—has excavated ruins, laid out roads, dag 
canals and embanked railways ; has in­ 
vented and brought to perfection plows, 
looms, steain engines, printing presses and 
machines innumerable ; has built our ships, 
our vast manufactories, our clocks ; has es­ 
tablished banks, insurance societies and 
the newspaper press ; has covered the sea 
with lines of steam vessels and the land 
with electric telegraph. Private enterprise 
has brought agriculture, manufactures and 
commerce to their present bight, and is 
now developing them with increasing ra­ 
pidity. Therefore do not trust private en­ 
terprise. On the other hand, tho State so 
fulfills its protective function as to rain 
many, delude others and frighten away 
those who moat need succor ; its national 
defenses are so extravagantly and ineffi­ 
ciently administered as to call forth almost 
daily complaint, expostulation and ridi- 
cale ; and, as the nation’s steward, it ob­ 
tains from some of our vast public estates 
a minus revenue. Tnerefore trust the 
State. Slight the good and faithful ser­ 
vant, and promote the unprofitable one 
from one talent to ten.” 
These words are truer and have a deeper 
significance to-day than when they were 
written. The moment a man begins to fail 
in his enterprise, when he sees others pass 
him, when his pet schemes are put aside as 
impracticable by practical men, he appeaU 
to the Government. He is a philanthro­ 
pist, and insists that the Government take 
up his plans and bless the race in spite of 
its protests. He seeB the folly of all the 
population giving its attention to agricult­ 
ure, and he insists that the Government 
paBS laws forcing them to build mills and 
factories. Education and religion do not 
progress as he thinks they ought to do, and 
be asks for more stringent legislation. 
Money is not abundant, and he would have 
the Government issue paper. It is too 
abundant, and he would have the Govern­ 
ment absorb it in so-called pnblio improve­ 
ments. The railroads charge so much for 
carrying freight that the farmer of Dakota 
does not get a fair return for his labor ; or 
competition has so reduced rates that the 
farmer of Dakota, on land costing him $5 
an acre, makes more money than the New 
York farmer on land whioh costs him $300, 
and the Government is asked to pass laws 
to regulate competition and prevent this 
wrong. 
This disease, this want of confidence 
and self-reliance, runs through all the 
range of thought, and it paveB the way to 
empire. 
It undermines popular govern­ 
ment, it weakens individual character, it 
centralizes power and destroys freedom. 
It is the work of dreamers, mere theoris- 
era, empirical statesmen and pohtioal 
charlatans. The result is evil, and only 
evil, and against it should the Democratic 
party be arrayed as a unit. It is not more 
legislation, bnt less and better, that we 
want. Government, State and National, 
Bhould be confined strictly to its proper 
function. The principles of the Demo­ 
cratic party are broad and comprehensive, 
applicable to all times and to every 
emergency. —[ Louisville Courier-Journal.

FREIGHT CHARGES. 


■Railroad Commissioners Consider the Pro­ 
posed Reduction. 
ISpecia! to the Record-ITsios.] 
San Francisco, October23J.—At 1 o'clock 
this afternoon the Railroad Commissioners 
held a meeting for the purpose of considering 
the order introduced by Mr. Carpenter at the 
last meeting. Tais order is designed to re­ 
duce the freight rates on the Central and 
Southern Pacific Railroads by transferring 
certain kinds of material and goods from one 
class to another, thus giving preeent first- 
class goods the benefit of second-cUss rates, 
and so on. Such a process, ^ it is claimed, 
would rednce the rates of freight charges on 
the two railroads to which the order applies 
from 25 co 35 per cent, of the present sched­ 
ule tariff. Besides, if the railroad companies 
will file a written waiver of the requirements 
of the statute, the order will entirely obviate 
the making of a new schedule, either by the 
Commission or the corporations, as the goodB 
may be transferred to another class by noti­ 
fication of agents aDd by circular. The 
principal element in the operation of the or­ 
der is the consent of the railroads to filing a 
waiver and enforcing the new rates without 
an officially prepared schedule, the duty of 
making which is by law imposed upon the 
Commission. A new schedule, however, 
would fill a volume of 1,000 pages, aDd the 
Carpenter order ie a short cut to reach results. 
Secretary Andrus has, since last meeting, 
figured out some of the reductions made by 
the order of the Southern Pacific and (*.-e- 
gon division of the Central. The main line 
of the Central was not touched, owing to 
the fact that the change of classes did not 
make so large or so uniform a reduction. The 
tables were presented at the meeting of the 
Commission this afternoon. A synopsis to 
illustrate the operation of the order was taken 
at random from the mass of figures, the per­ 
centage being for distances varying from ten 
to fifty miles. The first table shows the re­ 
ductions on the Southern Pacific from S»n 
Francisco south to Yuma in cents per 2,000 
pounds (not carload lots). The operations of 
the order in transferring an article from the 
first to the second class is shown by the per­ 
centage of difference, which constitutes the 
reduction. Id the third end fourth classes it 
is the heaviest. The order places household 
goods, furniture, farming utensils and live 
stock in the fourth class. Transferring it 
from the third shows the reduction. Fence 
wire, iron pipe, sheet iron, nails, etc., are 
taken from second and placed in the third 
claes. Blacksmith’s coal takes the fifth class. 
The table does not show the reductions on 
cereals, which is 25 per cent, nor on Ü >ur, 
which is 25 per cent.

ABOLITION OK REBATES, 
The granting of rebates to the purchasers 
of overland railroad tickets, to indnce travel 
over particular lines, has been a feature in 
the railroad passenger business in this city 
for some tim e past. Competing* roads bid 
against each other for patronage by granting 
rebates on tickets purchased, 
and the 
am ounts so granted have gradually increased 
eo th at very little of tbe m oney paid rem ained 
to tbe £ «stern lines, which were principally 
bidding for custom . A s high as §25 has been 
paid as rebate on third-class tickets, and 
recentlp the rebate on first-class tickets has 
reached $20. Kff irts have been m ade by 
local agents of E astern lines to pnt a stop to 
this practice, but they have proved ineffect­ 
ual. A t the recent railroad conference in 
th is city, the lines w est of the M issouri 
agreed to abolish the practice, and tbe trunk 
lines east of Chicago have now entered into a 
sim ilar agreem ent. A m eeting of the San 
Francisco ageDts of thess lines was held last 
night, at which it was determ ined to abolish 
rebates and commissions, and an agreem ent 
is being draw n up w hich will require a con­ 
siderable sum to be deposited as forfeit if the 
arrangem ent is not adhered to. T here will 
thus only rem ain the lines betw een O m aha, 
S t. Lonis and K ansas City and Chicago 
w hich are free to g rant rebates. A t the con­ 
clusion of tbe m eeting last lig h t, the follow­ 
ing circular was prepared for circulation 
am ong other local agents of E astern lines : 
After closing of the Central Pacific ticket cffice 
this (last) evening, the line* represented by the 
undersigned will not participate in any commis­ 
sions, reductions or rebates of any nature, or give 
any pasees on account of overland business, via their 
respective lines; nor grant any privileges tojholders 
of any class of tickets other than the contracts of 
such tickets provide for. 
We shall sot be party to, or aid in aay way, in the 
organization of excursions, and beg to request that 
you do not work up excursion, to points bevond 
the termini of your line, as we shall be compelled to 
oppose such excursions in every possible way.

The Pacific Mail steamship City of 
Tokio, whioh arrived in San Francisco 
Monday night, brought Yokohama advices 
to October fish, and Hongkong advices to 
September 29 th : 
JAPAN. 
A horrible case of murder and suicide 
occurred in Tokio on September 22d. Kobs 
Sadatsngu, an inspecting accountant of the 
Army Department, left bis house at his 
usual hour of 7 o’clock. In the house were 
his wife, second wife, two sons and daugh­ 
ter, his adopted son Ikki, a man of 21 
years of age, the wife and daughter of Ikki 
and a daughter named Tijiro. Immedi­ 
ately after the departure of his adopted 
father, Ikki took down his favorite sword, 
as he liad often done before, bnt this time 
with the blood freDzy strong upon him. 
W ith two cuts be took the lives of a son 
of his adopted father, aged 4, and a daugh­ 
ter aged fi. W ith another blow he slew 
the second wife on the spot, then turning 
upon his own wife and daughter he literally 
cut them to pieces. Hearing the commo­ 
tion, Tijiro rushed into the apartment, 
only to meet instant death at the hands of 
the infuriated monster, who then disem 
boweled himBelf with the weapon reeking 
with the blood of six innocent victims. 
Mrs. Kosa and her eldest son escaped an 
otherwise inevitable fate by rushing into 
the street. 
On October 4th there was in the harbor 
of Yokohama the following Briatish men- 
of-war : 
The Audacious, tiagship, Al­ 
batross, Cnracoa, Pegasus and Vigilant. 
The Stppbire left for Kobe on that day. 
The Gazette very pertinently remarks that 
the place (or the fleet would seem to be 
Hongkong, where there is real danger to 
the foreign colony from Chinese hostility. 
Nagasaki has been thrown into a state 
of great excitement by an affray resulting 
in the killing of a Chinese. In that port 
the police are alleged to have power to 
enter the premises of all residents, and 
especially Chinese premises, when they 
have reason to suspect opium smoking. On 
September 15th they entered one house 
where 
they 
found 
two 
Chinese, 
whom they allege were smoking opium. 
These men resisted arrest, and one of 
them was stabbed with the swords of 
the police in the front and back of his 
body, the latter wound proving mortal. 
A feature in this case is the holding of a 
formal inquest by the Chinese Consul and 
a jury of four Cninese residents. 
By the overturning of a triumphal car 
on a festival day at Kitagata, one man was 
crushed to death and two others seriously 
wounded. 
The rice crop bids fair to be abundant, 
except in a few places. 
Captain P. G. Van Schembeck, an offi­ 
cer of the Netherlands Engineers, has ar­ 
rived in Japan in pursuance of a resolve 
on the part of the Government to obtain 
skilled foreign assistance to carry out the 
projected fortification of the coast. 
CHINA. 
The Chinese telegraph lines 
from 
Shanghai, whioh hitherto reached north­ 
wards only as far as Tientsin, have now 
been extended to Tungchow, a town within 
twelve miles of Peking. Telegrams for the 
capital are sent forward from Tungchow 
by courier. 
Sir Harry Parks is about to proceed to 
Corea for the purpose of negotiating a new 
treaty or modifying that originally pro­ 
posed by Admiral Willes. 
On September 22d the convicts working 
the coal mine at Miike rose in revolt and a 
serious riot occarred, daring which the 
underground workings were fired in sev­ 
eral places. 
Forty-two men, including 
convicts from the Government prison, are 
missing; many others, half poisoned by 
choke-damp, are under medical treatment. 
Many horses employed in the mine have 
perished since they were dragged to the top 
of the pit. On October 4th the tire was 
still burning. 
An instance of Catholic missionary devo­ 
tion is recorded by the Catholic Register, 
Hongkong. Mons. Pagnncci, Coadjutor to 
the Vicar Apostolic of Shansi, relates the 
death in August last of Father LewiB Mar- 
tinetti, after a mission of forty-eight years 
in the interior of China without having a 
single leave home. The deceased Father 
came to China in 1835, worked as a mis­ 
sionary in the province of Hupeh for a 
short time and afterwards passed 
Shansi, 
where he spent thirty-eight years in edu­ 
cating the native clergy. His death was 
lamented by the whole community of the 
province. 
SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
Counterfeiter Butts has been sentenced to 
two years’ hard labor. 
The Coreau Embassadors returned to this 
city from the East Monday. 
The corrected assessment roll of the city 
and county foots up $182,701,201. 
Mate McDonald has been sentenced to 
twenty days’ imprisonment and fined $50. 
The suit against ex-Commissioner Van 
Ness has been decided in favor of the people. 
Judge Hoffman decides that a Chinaman 
can land if he has a prospect of becoming a 
merchant. 
Liura M. won the unfinished 2:23 race at 
the Bay District track Monday. Ten heats 
in all were trotted. 
It is understood that ground is to be broken 
immediately for the erection of a magnificent 
seaside hotel and resort by Governor Belaud 
Stanford, at the ocean beach, at the terminus 
of the steam railroad line from Stanyan 
street. It will be one of the finest hotels cf 
this oharacter in the country. 
Among the cabin passengers of the City of 
Tokio, which arrived from Hongkong and 
Yokohama Monday, were a German Duke, a 
German Baron and a German Count. These 
are Duke Johann Albrecht of MecMenberg- 
Schwerin, a grandson of Kaiser Wilhelm ; 
Count Siersteropff and Baron Von Tiele. 
They were met at the Mail dock by the resi­ 
dent German Consul. 
In the matter of the writ of habeas corpus 
obtained by Treasurer Reis, constructively in 
jail for refusing to obey the order of Judge 
Toohey to pay the demands of Court Re­ 
porters, the Supreme Court sustained Judge 
Toohey and remanded tbe Treasurer into the 
custody of the Sheriff until he paid the de­ 
mands. As the Supreme Court is now the 
highest appellate Court to which the question 
can be taken, its decision is final. 
The past week has been characterized by 
some important changes in the wheat trans­ 
portation movement from this port. For the 
weekending on the 221 there were 13 wheat 
cargoes cleared and 9 vessels added to the en­ 
gaged flset. This reduces the number under 
engagement to 47. the smallest number in 
some time, and yet there are over 70 disen­ 
gaged vessels in port, and acres of unhoused 
wheat in bags all over the State, with indica­ 
tions of early rains.

Between 
S00 and 900 will go on certificates. It is 
c insidered probable that many of these 
Chinamen, on their return, will bring women 
whom they will claim as their wives. There 
is no way for the Custom-house authorities to 
disprove these marriages, but still it is the 
conviction of those who see and come in con­ 
tact with them that the women are brought 
here only for immoral purposes. 
In the case of Edwards Woodrnff vs. the 
North Bloomfield Gravel Mining Company 
et al., the Omega Gold Mining and Ditch 
Company yesterday filed an answer in the 
United States Circuit Court. The defendant 
denies that the company is or was, at the 
time of the commencement of tbe suit, the 
owner of any portion or parcels of land de­ 
scribed in the bill of complaint, or that the 
occupation by this defendant of fifty or 
seventy-five acreB of land in common with 
other miners or mining companies has been 
hostile to any claim of the complainant. De­ 
fendant alleges further that the communica­ 
tion by water of Jhe Yuba, Feather and Sacra­ 
mento rivers is now as safe, cheap and regu­ 
lar as it has ever been.
